THE CROUCH MURDER. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THIS MYSTERIOUS 
CASE CLOSED BY THE ACQUITTAL OF DAN 
HOLCOMB ON THE CHARGE OF PERJURY. 
HILLSDALE, Mich., Jan. 12.— Special. — The 

Holcomb perjury case was given to the jury 

at 3:30 yesterday afternoon, and at 5 o'clock 

this morning they gave a verdict of not guilty 
and Holcomb was discharged from custody. 

The verdict meets with the approval of most 

ot those who were present at the trial. 

[With the acquittal of Dan Holcomb another 
chapter is closed in one of the most sensational 
crimes of the century. Jacob D. Crouch, his 
daughter Eunice White, her husband Henry White, 
and a drover named Moses Polley were murdered 
in their beds at the Crouch farm, seven miles from 
Jackson, in the Township of Spring Arbor, the 
night of Nov. 71, 1883. Crouch had been killed by 
a gunshot wound in the back of the neck. In the 
front bedroom the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
White were found weitering in their blood, Mr. 
White with a dullet- hole under the right ear, an- 
other in the head near the top, and marks of still 
another which grazed the scalp. Mrs. White had 
bullet-holes in her right arm above the elbow, one 

ahother in the head on the riaht 


In aday or two she would have become a 
mother. In the other bedroom lay the body of Moses 
Polley, the drover, with a bullet-hvole in the back 
of his neck, passing into the brain. A second 
bullet entered the right side. A colored boy named 
George Boles, who worked on the place and slept 
up-stairs, and Mrs. Julia Reese, a domestic, who 
slept in a little back bedroom, were immediately 
taken into custody. Crouch was 74 years of age, 
and possessed perhaps $500,000 in property in Jack- 
son County and sheep ranches in Texas near Fort 
Worth. Polley. the drover, eame West to buy 
cattle, and bad a large amount of money with him. 
He was trom Mercer County, Pennsylvania. At 
the inquest nothing was developed to clear up the 
mystery. Mrs. Holcomb was taken ili the morning 
of Nov. 22. never recovering her health sufficiently 
to leave her house, and died Feb.2. Feb. 5, 1884, 
James Foy, a hired man of Dan Holcomb), tried to 
kill a man at Union City, and the next day 
took his own life. It is believed he knew all 
about the murders. Two days afterward 
an attempt was made to assasinate Galen 
E. Brown « Janesville detective, near Horton. 
He was shot in the breast by one of two men who 
met him in a buggy, the ball entering near the 
beart. Jud Crouch and Hugh McCallum were ar- 
rested on suspicion, but dismissed, but Judd was 
subsequently rearrested. March 1 Holcomb and 
Crouch were arrested and lodged in jail without 
bail, technically on the charge of murdering Jacob 
D. Crouch, but in reality as the authors of the 
quadruple tragedy. After a preliminary trial, be- 
ginning March 7 and ending March 28, both were 
| held, and April 7 admitted to ball in $20,000 each. 
Holcomb is the son-in-law to Jacob Crouch and 
Jud is ason. March 29 Lorenzo D. Bean, a farm- 
er who had become crazed over the tragedy, died 
at Spring Arbor, and April 18 Alexander H. Lee, a 
laborer, who had brooded so much over the trage- 
ay that he imagiced he was one of the murderers, 
committed suicide. The case of Crouch and Hol- 
comb was called in May, 1884, but continued until 
November. They were eventually acquitted. Many 
other sensational! incidents besides those enumer- 
ated have been developed since the edy took

x Shortly efter Dan Holcomb, the son-in-law of 
the murdered old man Crouch, and Jud Crouch, a 
son, had deen arrested forthe quadruple murder 
Henry Holcomb caused the arrest of Joseph Alien 
in Canada for alleged complicity in the crime. Al- 
len was brought to Jackson, had his trial, and was 
discharged. Holcomb had pretended to be a de- 
tective, it was alleged. and claimed that, after hav- 
ing gained Allep’s confidence, he (Allen) had made 
revelations of the whereabouts of certain valuable 
papers belonging to old man Crouch. On his re- 
lease Allen caused Holcomb’s arrest for alleged 
perjury, and the latter was held in $5,000 bail. ]

Enormous Business Before the House 
Clains Committee—Cleveland and 
the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.}— 
The committee assignments are boomeranging 
Speaker Carlisie at an unexpected rate. The 
sorenesses that always follow the anouncement 
bave not healed as they usually do. Ex-Gov. 
Curtin’s attitude on the Banking and Currency 
Chairmanship has kept other members nursing 
their wounds. The silver men are indignant 
that Congressman A.J. Warner, their cham- 
pion, was not given a place on any of the im- 
portant financial committees. Warner himself 
hints that the Speaker had the Presidential 
bee buzzing too strongly about his head 
and allowed himself to “be led into 
grave mistakes by others. This is 
sO apparent that Representative Reagan 
of Texas is reported as saying that were he go- 
ing to make a man be would make the back- 
bone first and see that it was good and strong, 
and then go on with the structure. Col. Mor- 
rison gets the credit for using Carlisle as a club 
to Knock out his enemies, and there is no ques- 
tion that be got in some heavy biows. Curtin 
again failed to decline the place tendered him 
today, because his friends dissuaded him from 
making the speech he had prepared. 
He will simply indicate in a quiet way 
that be cannot serve, and the Speaker 
will be under the necessity of finding a new man 
to put at the head of the Banking and Currency 
Committee. This will emphasize Curtin's ac- 
tion more than any speech he could make, 
and will not strengthen Mr. Carlisie any. On 
this subject the New York World today bas the 
following interesting story: 

All have wondered at Bayard’s antipathy to Gov. 
Curtin and have been curious to learn the real rea- 
son. The true cause was given this evening to the 
Word correspondent. Curtin, while acting 
as Governor of Pennsylvania during the early 
part of the Rebellion, heard from what 
be considered a good source that certain Southern 
sympathizers in Delaware and Baltimore had laid 
a plan to capture the Dupont Powder Works, then 
the most important powder manufactory controlled 
by the loyal interest. These works were three 
miles from Wilmington. Gov. Curtin telegraphed 
what be had learned to the War Department. He 
was instructed, in reply, if he believed the report 
to be well founded, to ‘proceed at once with 
the State troops under his command, with 
such support might be deemed neces- 
gary, to defeat these treasonabie plans. 

promptiy sent a detachment 

ja troops to guard the powder- 

works, whose supplies were absolutely necessary 
to the saivation of the Army of the Potomac, This 
move of the loyal Governor was bitterly resented 
by the States-rights statesman of Delaware. It 
was made the occasion of a tremendous States- 
rights speech by Senator James A. Bayard, the 
father of the present Secretary of State. It was 
also the occasion of the celebrated Dover speech 
of Thomas F. Bayard, which speech was one of the 
causes of his being defeated for the nomination at 
Chicago last year. His father, after he made the 
speech attacking Curtin for the invasion of 
the sacred soil of Delaware, passed through Phila- 
delphia on his way home. Thomas F. Bayard was 
with him. A Union mob hooted them and then 
threw stones atthem. It is not, therefore, to be 
wondered at that the name of Curtin ie hateful to 
Bayard. This chapter of eariier history, now 
nearly forgotten, is necesaary to be known to un- 
deretand the reason why Secretary Bayard refused 
toeven consider Gov. Curtin’s recommendations 
last summer and why he worked so kard to hunt 
him away from the head of the Foreign Agairs

The House Committee on Claims has backed 
down in face ot the enormous amount of bust 
ness before it. At today’s meeting of the 
committee it was decided that to give the bun- 
dreds of bills referred to it proper attention 
was a sheer impossibility and should not be at- 
tempted. Instead, it was agreed that the mem- 
bers should give their time to torming a meas- 
ure which would meet the evil that every Con- 
gress is compelled to face—bundreds of private 
reliet bills, some of them just and meritorious, 
but certain not to be considered, yet clog- 
ging up other important business. The plan 
is for Congress to provide a court of claims to 
which all cases of the kind that now come be- 
fore the Claims Commissioners shall go. After 
a careful sifting by a judicial body of the 
character proposed, it is thought that the bills 
which are really proper subjects for Congres- 
sional action could receive prompt attention, 
inasmuch asthe laborious investigation into 
the minutiae of every case would be unneces- 
sary, and the court of claims or whatever it 
might de called, by its recommenda- 
tions, would afford some guidance for 
the two chambers of the National Leg- 

ture. The committee members who agreed 
on the feasibility of the plan today bad not 
worked out the details in their own minds, but 
they all thought the idea would meet with 
favor in the House. Besides greatly expedit- 
ing business, they believed it would be a step 
in a direction that would meet with popular 
approval. The understanding among those 
present at the meeting was that a bill should 
be drafted, and, after undergoing the scrutiny 
of all the members, should be presented to the 
House as a committee measure. Monday Chair- 
man Springer introduced a resolution, which 
went to his committee, directing it to inquire 
into the expediency of passing general laws for 
the ascertainment of the facts in all private 
measures by some judicial tribunal before ac- 
tion by Congress; and also the propriety of 
prohibiting the adjudication of private claims 
or relief measures by Congress. The way has 
therefore been paved forthe introduction ot 
whatever measure the Committee on Claims 
thinks best adapted to meet the case.

Today's executive session of the Senate ad- 
vanced the calendaranotch. By clearing up 
numerous appointments over which there was 
no contest, the Senators got themselves in 
shape to meet those in which there will admit- 
tediy be friction. Some of the Republicans 
are said to look with suspicion on the answers 
made by Postmaster-General Vilas to their in- 
quiries for charges against alleged offensive 
partisan Postmasters. Itis said that in many 
cases where offensive partisanship was alleged 
to be the cause of removal, the Post-Office De- 
partment simply finds that the removals 
were purely political, no charges being on 
fie. A suspicion exists that the search may 
not have been very thorough. On the other 
hand, if the removals in many ot these cases 
were purely political, it is a striking exhibition 
of the hypocrisy of Mr. Cleveland's civil-serv- 
ice pretensions. It is said that at today’s Cab- 
inet meeting the circulars asking the reasons 
for removal was the chief subject considered 
and a policy was agreed on for all cases. One 
of the cases before the Senate, to which much 
interest has attached, is that of First- 
Auditor Chenowith. This is because of 
the notoriety Chenowith has gained by 
several of his performances. He made such a 
unanimous ass of himself that it was said the 
Treasury Department itself was willing to see 
Chenowith’s confirmation defeated. There 
were certainly other people who felt the same 
way and brought what influence they had to 
bear on Senators. But the Finance Committee 
has re ported favorably. Chenowith thinks he 
1s safe.

Some of the Democratic House members are 
complaining of the slowness with which the 
Chairman of the Elections Committee is getting 


ready to turn out Republicans. Upto this aft- — 


ernoon the members had dot even received 
notice from the Chairman to meet for organ 
zation. Two or three cases that will come be- 
fore the committee are likely to prove of more 
than usual interest. Men who served in 
former Congresses with Frank Hurd are curr 
ous to know what position the Chairman will 
take when the Democratic House seeks to 
unseat ex-Mayor Romeis of Toledo, which 
plan of action has already been decided 
on. Hurd bas always made great pretensions 
of bemg above party trickery and unwilling 
to accept a seat to which he had not been 
elected beyond all question. Most of the Ohio 
delegation think little of the contest and de- 
clare it was brought merely to oblige some of 
Hyrd’s free-trade friends in the East and 
South who wanted him in Congress to help 
Morrison and Catlisie. It i§ certain that the 
free-traders in Congress are very anxious 
to have Hurd among Wem and are 
chafing at the delay of the Elec 
tions Committee in getting to work. Places 
were kept for Hurd on the Committees by the 
free-trade Speaker, and it would be a great 
disappointment if he were not given a chance 
to oceupy them. A hungry Demoorat is after 
the place of Congressman Steele of the Elev- 
enth Indiana District. Steele's majority over 
Kidd was only fifty-four, and the latter thinks 
a Democratic Congress should have no difii- 
culty in wiping that out. In the Sixth Iowa 
District, Campbell, Republican, was beaten by 
J. B. Weaver, Greenback Anti-Monopoly Dem- 
ocratic Fusionist, by sixty-seven votes. He 
bas filed contest papers.

FRAUD TOO EASY. 


A New Hlection Law Absolutely 
Necessary th Insure a 
Fair Vote. 


Under the Old Law the Fine-Workers 
May Defeat the Will of the 
People. 


Disgraceful Tactics at the Last Spring 
ElectionHow Harrison Was 
Elected.

In a few days the Supreme Court will render 
a decision on the validity of the new Election 
law. passed at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture and adopted by the people of Chicago and 
the Town of Lake, near this city, last Novem- 
ber. The law was drafted by eminent iawyers, 
employed by a non-partisan body, the Citizens’ 
Association, and is intended to preserve the 
purity of the ballot-box. 

The old Election law was well intended, 
and in most communities of the State it will 
no doubt be preferred to the new one and re- 
main in foree. But in large cities the old law, as 
it worked, seemed to be a cover or at least 
a temptation to fraud, as it gave large powers 
to Aldermen and other elective municipal serv- 
ants to perp@tuate themselves in office. Under 
its provisions for the appointment of election 
judges dishonest Aldermen and County Com- 
missioners could practically be made the 
judges of their own majorities. They selected 
the judges and clerks of election, who were to 
Officiate at the polls when they themselves were 
before the people for reSlection. It is legal 
for a candidate to be a judge of election when 
he is himself being voted for. The idea that 
be can in any way personally influence the re- 
su‘t of the count of the ballots when his own 
candidature is in question is obnoxious to the 
spirit of American laws and to every notion of 
American fair play. Yet the Aldermen im Chi- 
cago have been by proxy the judges of their 
own election. They selected the judges. Al- 
dermanic courtesy gave them this privilege. 
Politics cuts no figure in the matter. John 
Smith Democrat and John Brown Kepublican 
represented Ward A in the Common Council. 
If they belonged to the same ring or combina- 
tion within the Oouncil John Smith aliowed 
Brown to select his own judges and clerks one 
year and Brown allowed Smith to select his 
judges the nextyear. This in itself indicated 
a corrupt purpose. The election officers 
selected could not be otherwise than 
corrupt or disbonest, and their actions 
and findings, were of a similar character. Very 
often, too, it might happen that the challefigers 
allowed under the law would be the beneficiaries 
or tools of both. In this way Chicago has be- 
come cursed by a set of civic legislators pop- 
ularly known as “ perpetual Aldermen.” Many 
of these have no occupation. They had no oc 
cupation and no property when they entered the 
Council. They have had no occupation since 
them. Yet they have lived luxuriously all the 
time, though they receive only nominal vay. 
Many of them have accumulated wealth. They 
spend thousands of dollars corruptiy in seek- 
ing or obtaining reéiection. 

Under the present law the City Council 
has the duty of canvassing the returns. 
Asa result, it can bang on to them as long 
as it pleases. Little by little the date of 
making the canvass bas been pushed along un- 
til weeks have elapsed after eiection, and last 
spring more than two months were suffered 
to pass by. Durmg that time there are un 
limited chances for fraud. The returns may 
be in the custody of a man who is a candidate 
for reflection, and about half of the Aldermen 
may be in the same boat. In thet case all that 
is needed is to wait till the slight changes 
which may be needed are made, and then let 
the Aldermen declare a result which is the 
ohild of fraud and forgery. No such oppor- 
tunities should be putin the bands of any one, 
and it was this feeling, among others, which 
moved the people of Chicago, irrespective of 
party, to cast their votes with such rare una- 
nimity at the last election for new law 
which is now under consid by the 
Judges of the Supreme Court. 

FACTS FROM THE LAST ELECTION. 

The history of the last election will show that 
the registration books have been padded with 
fictitious names, the names of dead and absent 
people, and of non-residents end aliens; that 
aliens and non-residents voted with impunity; 
that many persons voted twice, and that the 
officers of the law rather abetted than hindered 
them; and that peaceable and reputable citi- 
zens were terrorized and driven from the polis 
without remonstrance from the officers oſſ tho 
law. The registration for one of the precincts 
of the Second Ward showed on investigation 
by the agents of a non-partisan committee that 
more than one-third of those on the registry 
did not reside therein. One block on State 
street was credited with twenty-one fictitious 
voters and one block of Wabash avenue with 
fifty-six. From saloons having no beds 
from 8 to 20 votes were registered. 
From the saloon of an Alderman 
fifteen voters were registered. Forty-one votes 
were registered from a two-story house on 
Clark street in this ward, sixty-seven from 
another, fifty-seven from a third. From a 
story and a half frame shanty on Pacific ave- 
nue forty-six persons were voted (tne base- 
ment was oocupied by an Italian saloon) and 
six from another saloon where there were no 
beds at the time; eight from an uninbabited 
place. Six votes were registered from a vacant 
lot on State street. It has been put in evidence 
before a committee of the Common Council by 
resident taxpayers that over 100 votes were 
cast from vacant lots and sheds there. A 
slight change was made in the name of a voter 
—Conroy to Cooney—for instance. A person 
giving the latter name casta ballot. When the 
real voter came he protested, but the Cooney 
vote was counted. The owners and residents 
of 146 dwellings and stores swore that persons 
to that number who voted from such 
places never resided there. The registration- 
lists of the First Ward were swelled 
1,000 over the vote cast at the Presidential 
election the previous November, when there 
was an exhaustive poll. Thirty-six persons 
‘were registered from a lodging-house. The 
proprietor said but four were permanent lodg- 
ers; 18 were registered from a small coal-oflice 
in the First Ward where nobody resided; 60 
from a saloon lodging-house on Clark street; 
28 from the two-story dwelling of a candidate 
for constable. Cards were issued from a place 
on Clark street bearing the names of supposed 
voters and their residences to tramps who pro- 
ceeded to repeat on them. A witness swore 
before the June grand jury that he voted three 


mitted that it bore the name of the Republican 
Alderman, In this way the vote of many pre- 
cincts was swelled from the Presidential vote 
in November. 

FIRST PRECINCT, SECOND WARD. 


Five months 
when the municipal election came around, 
voting population had apparentiy increased 
enormously, being double what it was at the 
November election. The total vote on Mayor 
was 862—twice as large as the vote in the Pres- 
idential year. This was something wonderful, 
but not so wonderful as the tremendous leap 


local election. But Mr. Harrison's vote kent 
bounding upward, so that at its rate of 
increase it wouldn't have taken long 
for the First Precinct of the Sec 
ond Ward to have put Mr. Harrison 
in the Mayor's chair all alone by itself. Where 
cid this abnormal increase come from? The 
Second Ward is the bailiwick of Ald. Sanders 
and Appleton. It has always been rotten un- 
der the Harrison régime. Its patent majori- 
ties have never been wanting in an emergency. 
Last spring was a pressing emergency for Mr. 
Harrison, and the First Precinct of the Second 
Ward came nobly to the rescue. There were 


practically no safeguards against fraudulent |. 


voting. In fact, the doors were thrown open 
to it. That the material existed for traudu- 
lent voting was shown at the November eleo- 
tion, when the registry reached nearly 1,000 
in this precinct. Through the influence of tne 

Federal Supervisors and other checks to freud 
which are provided in National elections han- 
dreds of fraudulent names were struck off the 
registry. The rascals who had been expected 
to do the ballot-box stuffing and repeat-.- 
ing were seared, and kept away from 
the polis. The result was that the precinct 
cast ite nominal vote. But in the spring elec- 
tion there were none of these safeguards. The 
registry was a farce, the election judges were 
appointed by the ring Aldermen for a purpose, . 
the patent-affidavit perjury was worked to its 
limit, the vote swelled to more than doubiec 
what it had been in November, and on the face 
of the city returns Mr. Harrison bad a major- 
ity for Mayor of about 375. Allow that at the 
spring election he got the full number of votes 
which were cast for him as a candidate for 
Governor, 1884, and he would have 150. Take 
this from the vote given him by the Demo- 
cratic election judges in Apri), 1885, which was 
636, and the remainder would be 476 votes 
which have every evidence of being fraudu- 
lent. Thus in a single precinet tne probable 
fraudulent vote for Harrison was 100 greater 
than the alleged total majority in the city by 
virtue of which be is now acting as Mayor of 
Chicago. 

SOME OTHER COMPARISONS. 

Nor was this the only precinct where this 
peculiarity was observable. In the Second 
Precinct of the Second Ward, at the fall elec- 
tion, Oglesby got 344 votes ana Harrison 178. 
At the spring election Smith got 235 and Hart. 
son 351. It will be seen that in some myste- 
rious way Harrison’s vote nearly doubled, | 
while that for Smith was only about two-thirds 
of what Oglesby received six months before. 
Tne fallmg off of the Republigan vote is, per- 
haps, natural. The increase, however, in. the. 
Democratic vote is incredible. It is simply 
rank, rotten fraud. In the First Precinct 
of the Ninth Ward Blaine got seven- 
ty-four votes and Oleveland 252. This 
is one of the notorious precincts of 
that notorious ward, made up in part of lodg- 
ing-houses filled with bummers whom half a 
dollar will buy to cast half a dozen Democratic 
tickets. At the spring election Smith got 112 
votes ana Harrison 628, or more than twice 
what Cleveland got. At the fall election there 
were supervisors and marshals, who managéd 
to keep fraud in check to a measurable ex- 
tent. At the spring election there were none, 
and the result was a vote of 628 for the Demo- 
cratic candidate, while probably only 200 legit- 
imate Democratic voters lived in the precinct. 
in the second precinct of the same ward Blaine 
had 155 votes and Cleveland 827. When it 
came to the spring election and the barriers 
were thrown down and the on fraud were 
abolished Smith had 167 and Harrison 583. Io 
these two precincts alone there was an un- 
questioned fraudulent Harrisonian vote of 642, 
or twice his entire majority. 

The following table showing the total vote 
of the various wards at the spring election, 
and in the November one which preceded it, is 
extremely significant, pointing unerringly to 
the spots where the gang succeeded in getting 
in their fine work for Harrison.

About thirty policemen of the East Chicago 
Avenue Station were detailed to do electioneer- 
ine workin the Eighteenth Ward in citizen's 
clothes, and those assigned to duty at the polls 
did all ip their power to prevent Republicans 
from voting by bustling them out of the line 
when challenged, and delaying them as much 
as possible when they returned with affidavits. 
In the Fifth Precinct William P. Conger of the 
Committee of Safety, for trying to get near the 
window, where a tough named Hall, the Demo- 
cratic captain of the ticket- peddlers. bad stood 
all day, was hit a stunning blow in the face by 
a rough named Charles Hicks. Mr. Conger 
got out a warrant from Justice Arnd, but the 
police officers present refused to serve it be- 
cause it was not issued by a Police Justice. 

WHY FRAUD WAS GIVEN FREE SWING. 

But it may be asked why the fraudulent vot- 
ers were not prosecuted, why the repeaters 
and their indorsers were not arrested. The 
police, a8 béfore stated, owed their appoint- 
ments to persons seeking resection. They re- 
fused to interfere. In some cases they arrest- 
ed those who protested against the wrong- 
doing. There was an election for constables 
going on the same day. Nearly all the con- 
stables in tne city were candidates for resleo- 
tion and were looking after their own inter- 
esis. Only constables and police could arrest. 
Besides, while a warrant was being sworn out 
for the arrest of a repeater or fraudulent voter 
the wrong-doer and the person who vouched 
for bim would have disappeared before the 
Warrant could be served. An attorney chal- 

lenged a repeater in the Second Ward who was 
vouched for by a man under two years’ sen- 
tence for frauds in connection witb an election 
the previous November. Both had disap- 
peared before the constable appeared 
with the warrant. One of the judges 
of election said be knew the man did not live 
at the place which the repeater gave as his 
residence. What was the use? The alleged 
voter had disappeared and the affidavit of the 
man who vouched for him disappeared also. 
Al the affidavits sworn to by alleged voters 
and those who vouched for them in the First, 
Second, and other wards disappeared—were 
stolen election-night. Does this bespeak vigi- 
lance on the part of the election officers or the 
police officers? It is to be presumed that if 
the affidavits represented real voters they 
would not have been stolen. They represent- 
ed repeaters and non-voters.

It may be further asked, Why not prosecute 
the election judges? Last winter 248 judges of 
éiection were indicted for having saddied on 
the people a tax of $100,000 by a false count of 
the vote.

OUR FATHERS’ DOLLAR. 
Facts Brought Forward Showing 
that It Has Many Friends 


There Is No Chance for Coinage Sus- 
pension at Present, It Is 
Said. 


The Financiers of the East Should Aban- 
don Delusive Hopes—The Way Con- 
gressmen Stand. . 


Wasminator, D. C., Jan. 12.—Speolal.— 
The silver situation is very correctly set forth 
in the followmg Washifigton dispatch pub- 
lished in the New York World of today: 

There is no chance for the suspension of gi} 
vor coinage by the present Congress. It is use- 
less for the fvanciers of the Bast to cherish 
delusive hopes. The rea) facts of the situation 
may as well be recognized. All the specula- 
tion about the composition of the Committee 
on Ovinage is secondary. It will make little 
difference what that committee may do. The 
House itself is strongly against the 
suspension of the coitiage. The propabill 
ties are that when Congress adjourns 
the situation will be precisely the same 
us it is today. An the agitation of the ques 
tion in the interval, whether in Congress or 
out, will be without avail The cbaness of 4 
tree coimags bill ben pushed through the 
House are greater than the chances of a sus- 
pension of the present coinage. Such a bill 
would, of course, be vetoed by the President, 
and that would leave matters just as they are. 

My reasons for this opinion are as follows: 


I. New York, New Jersey, New England are 
emphatically in favor ef the suspention of silver 
coinage; but outside of this section the feeling is 
éither divided or strongly in favor of silver. The 
dea seems to have spread throughout the West 
and South that the anti-silver movement is en- 
aineered by the Wall street ciers; that it is 
in thé interests Of the Gapitalists as against the 
debtor ciassés. 

2. It is a mistake to suppose that the question is, 
strictly 11 sectional. Even Pennsylvania is 
no longer uni ; I bave every reason to believe 
that there are both Democratic and Republican 

bers of Congress from that State who will vote 
against suspension. | 

3. The sentiment is also divided in the four great 
middie States, Ohio, Indiana, Hlinots, and Missouri. 
Ohio is certainly closely akin to the Bastin her 
commercial, industrial, and educutional develop- 
ment: yet there are among her Representatives 
both Democrats and Republicans who are against 
suspension of the present silver coinage. The 
feeling for silver grows stronger as one advances 
westward through Indiana and Illinois, and reach- 

Missouri every one of the frontier Represent- 
atives and the Senators is found arrayed against 
suspension, and many of them advocate unlimited 
coinage. 

4. There is probably not a Republican member 
from Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, Colorado, 
Nevada, Oregon, or California who is not a stivér 
man. One ot the leaders of the Republican mi- 
nority, who knows the men well, assures me posi- 
tively that such is the Democracy west 
of Mississippi is absolutely solid in favor of 
the silver dollar. 

5. A careful canvass of the House fully justifie 
these statements, and leaves no reasonable dou 
that about one-third of the Republican members, 
with at least two-thirds of the Democratic mem- 
bers, will vote against suspension, having a ma- 
jority of at least sixty votes against suspension. 

6. situation in the Senate is not very differ- 
ent. Mr. Evarts appears to be on the fence, if not 
already committed against suspension. Mr. Sher- 
man also is believed to be uncertain as to his 
course. The Republican Senators from Kansas, 
Nebraska, lowa, Minnesota, California. Colorado, 
and Nev are solid against suspension, and 
there are strong indications that Logan and Cul- 
lom of Lilimois and several of the Republican Sen- 
ators from Michigan and Wisconsin will side with 
them. The nareat majority of the Democratic Sen- 
ators from the South, incleding Mr. Lamar’s sac- 
cessor from Mississippi and Mr. Gariand’s suc- 
cessor from Alabama, are opposed to suspension. 
In the Senate the least majority against suspen- 
sion is estimated at six. Even the majority of the 
Senate Finance Committee is said by anti-silver 
Senators to be either against them or to be at least 
doubtful. 

7. The silver question is nota party question. 
Neither party is united upon it, A Democratic Ad- 
ministration strongly advocates suspension. Two- 
thirds of the Democratic Representatives and Sen- 
ators are as strongly opposed to it. Republicans 
are also clearly divided. Nor, as I have said, is it, 
strictly speaking, a sectional question“. Only eight 
States, and most of those comparatively sinal!

Any bill providing 
for free or more éxtended coinage, if passed, 
would certainly be killed by the President's veto. 

Thereforegt is far from probable that dur- 
ing the present session of Congress there wil! 
be any change in the law regarding the coinage 
of silver. 

THE SENATE AND SILVER. 

In the Senate today Mr. Beck submitted for 
references to the Committee on Finance a 
substitute for Mr. Bustis’ recent silver resolu- 
tion, which, after a preamble similar to the 
préeambie of Mr. Beck's former silver résolu- 
tion, provides as follows: 


Resolved, By the Senate and House of Represent- 
ativés, That the Secrétary of the Treasury be and 
he is hereby directed, in all payments hereafter 
made of interest on the bonds and notes of the 
United States, and in the purchase or payment of 1 
per cent of the entire debt of United States for 
the sinking as now required by law, to pay 
oat gold ai silver coin as nearly as possible In 
the same proportion in which gold coin and certifi- 
cates and silver coin and certificates were received 

receding fiscal year for duties on im- 


Senator Pugh thén completed his silver 
speech, belag that the London press had 
joined with Eastern money kings in demand- 
ing the suspension Of silver coinage. If silver 
received the same treat ment as gold the con- 
troversy would be settled. He would consent 
that paper currency under $20 be withdrawn so 
as to give the field Of small bills and change 
to silver and silver certificates. 

Senator Vance also spoke of the present at- 
tempt of capitalists to depreciate silver as one 
of the grandest conspiracies against the people 
ever seen. He quoted figures to show that the 
growing commerce and incréasing population 
demanded increased money facilities, and pre- 
dicted indastriai disaster should the movement 
against silvet succeed. Silver had not gone up 
so much as gold had gone down. In the course 
of all his economic readings, he sad, “from 
Moses to Sunset Cox ” [ihughter], he 
had never met a case 66 weak as that 
now made by the enemies of ilver. 
He had never met or seen & worse Abuse or 
logic ot & feébler attempt to outrage common 
sense than the arguments used by our bank- 
ers, bondholders, and gold men generilly in 
the discussion of this silver question. The war 
on Bilver Was in the interest not of those who 
labor, but of those who speculate in money. If 
the officers of the Government had done their 
duty and complied with the laws there would 
have been no difficulty with the free cirouia- 
tion of the silver dollar, They had refused to 
pay itout. There never had been anothet in- 
stance in our history in which out officers had

DEMOCRATIC DISSHNSIONS IN THE HOUSE. 
The incident of the day in the House pro- 
ceedings was Judge Reagan's arraignment of 
the financial policy of his party’s Administra- 
tion, as Outlined below. When the member 
from Texas drew forth his manuscript and an- 
nounced bis subject there was instant atten- 
tion all over the House. His desk is near the 
centre aisle, and the Republican members 
crowded about him., listening attentively. Some 
of the people who had got tired hearmg the 
silver talk in the Senate cane over and staid 
through the speech. There was some confusion 
toward the conclusion, and many did not catch 
the closing paragraphs. These will furnish food 
for réflection to the people who took the ground 
that the Administration would swing the Dem- 
ocratic party merely at a tal to Dan Manning's 
kite. Reagan very plainly read the President 
and the Secretary of the Treasary out of the 
party, and set forth their duty to merge them- 
selves With those political elements for which 
they had 4 natural affinity. In some respects 
the speech Was more radical than the oue de- 
livered in the Senate by Beck. Treasury o- 
Gials admit that they are routed on the sil- 
vor question 80 far as members go in 
Congress. Their whole study now is to 
decide What course it is best to pursue in re 
treat. There is no fixed plan or course of ac- 
tion fully marked out as yet, and in reality 
they bope Very little. In the meantime, Sena- 
tor McPherson and the few other advocates of 


the Administration plan are getting together 


such facts as are at their command on that 
side of the case. The Treasury people claim 
that they have positive information that 
gold is soon to be shipped. They claim 
that there will be a large amount of 
this done in the near future, and 
that ruin stares the country in the 
face if something is not done. The silver peo- 
ple laugh this talk to scorn, and say there is no 
reason for fear, and point to the experience of 
the last few months and inquire why gold has 
not gone out in the past. The Administranon 
people urge that if there could be a temporary 
suspension of coinage and the appointment of 
& committee of sonference composed of the 
leading mien im and out of Congress, represent- 
ing both sides of the case, a great deal of in- 
formation could be derived and the whole mat- 
ter could be thus disposed of for the 
time being at least, aud there would be time to 
consider other measures of importance that 
Are crowditig on the attention of Congress. 
This plea will scarcely win, and if it faiis, the 
nent thing that will be urged is that the limit 
of coinage Of the silver dollar be fixed at $250,- 
000,000. That will necessitate the continuation 
ef coinage at the present rate for about two 
years longer. But none of these things will 
please the silver majority in Congress. There 
will be some arrangement made for issuing sil- 
ver and bullion oertificates, and then coinage 
will be continued. 
MR. BECK’S ARRAIGNMENT. 

The House today, on motion of Mr. Reagan 
of Texas, went into Committee of the Whole 
(Me. Blount of Georgia in the chair) for the 
consideration of the President's message. Mr. 
Reagan took the floor with a long and careful- 
ly-prepared speech upon the financia) question, 
advocating the double standard of value, con- 
demning the National banking system, and ar- 
guing in tavor of applying «a portion of the 
surplus in the Treasury to the gradual pay- 
ment of the public debt. He earnestly com- 
bated the proposition to suspend the coinage 
of the silver dollar, maintaining that such a 
course would have the effect of making a few 
more millionaires and of adding largely 
to the army of tramps and paupers, 
He denounced the scheme for the demonetiza- 
tion of silver as a crime against right, decency, 
hemanity, and civilizaton. It was the duty 
of the Democratic party to protect the people 
against this cunning and wicked scheme of 
robbery. In order to protect them be would 
provide for the free and unlimited coinage of 
stiver, and would issue silver certificates on 
all deposits of siivercoin or bullion. He would 
then amend the rs Resumption act 80 as to 
ftepeal the reservation of $100,000,000 legal- 
tender nores, and would provide for the reser- 
vation of $50,000,000. He would requiré the 
Secretary of the Treasury to pay out silver as 
he does gold, and to pay out all above $50,000,- 
000 reserve, and reduce the principal of 
the public debt to that extent. He would 
provide Uiat no more National banks sbould 
be chartered, and that when the charvers of 
those now existing expired the circulation thus 
called in should be replaced by the issue of 


United States Treasury notes. He profoundly 
regreited chat there should be differences with- 
in the Democratic party on this silver ques- 
tion, The President, in bis message, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury in his report, had 
taken statesmaultke views of many questions, 
but on this question he could not agree with 
them. Leading Democrats were found asking 
that the Democrats, as a party, take upon this 

uestion the very position that led to the * 

If it 
dia the mocratic party ought to cease to 
exist.

THEY ROBBED THE STAGECOACH, 


SIX HIGHWAYMEN MAKE A LUCRATIVE 
HAUL IN NEBRASKA, SECURING $6,000 IN 
CASH AND A LOT OF PERSONAL PROPERTY. 
OmAHA, Neb., Jan. 12.—(Spedial.J—A tele-

Without further ado the robbers 
proceeded to rifle the coach, Each passenger 
was in turn relieved of the money and other 
valuabies he chanced to have about his 
clothes, and the br: then bade adieu to 
the party, carrying off, in addition to the per- 
sonal property. secured, the heavy iron box 
belo to the express cOmpany and con- 
tainting $6,000 of the Government's hard cash 
on its way to the Paymaster at the fort. 

TLe¢ news of tue robbery was conveyed to 
Fort Robinson, and the entire garrison was 
sent out post haste to scour the country for 
the highwaymen. Orders were also wired 
to Fort Niobrara to sead out a detach- 
ment of troops. and all other points in the vi- 
cinity, including Deadwood.

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A WAREHOUSE IN RUINS 


The Continental with Its Valuable 
Contents on North Water Street 
Oompletély Destroyed. 


Loss Uver $200,000, with an Insurance 
of $150,000—The Origin a Mystery 
—Suffering Firemen. 


Montreal Has a $200,000 Blaze—Other 
Fires in Oanada—lhe General 
Record. 


The Continental Warehouse, Nos. 169 to 175 
North Water street, was completely destroyed 
by fire yesterday morning, invoiving a loss of 
nearly $200,000. The building, which was 
built two years ago at a cost of $26,000, was 
owned by the heirs of A. M. Huntingtoa. It 
was a four-story and basement brick strueturo, 
80x90 feet in dimensions, and fronted on the 
Chicago & Northwestern Rallroad tracks about 
midway between Clark and Dearborn streets. 


Its contents, consisting of breom-corn, bay, 
oll, rags, and other inflammable material, fur 
nished a sumptuous banquet for the fire-fiend, 
whose appetite was not, satisfied until every- 
thing. the building contained had deen 
devoured and the ebarred remains 
buried beneath 
biackened oricks. This fact, coupled with the 
difficulty encountered in getting at the build- 
ing, rendered the fire one of the bardest the 
department has had to combat this winter, and 
the only wonder is that the fremen were able 
to coufine the flames within the walls where 
they origin 

The origin will probably never be definitly 
known, but the theory advanced by: experts 
that the fire was caused dy spontaneous com- 
bustion among u lot of baled rags seems plaus- 
ible, inasuitich as there was 0 fife of any de- 
seription inside the building, while several car- 
loads of rags were stored on the first floor, 
The engine which worked the elevator was 
run by water-power, and there were no 
pipes or lamps withti the walls. 
fire was discovered by the driver of a 
street-car, who saw smoke coming out of the 
wiodows on the lower floor, and at 6:24% a. m. 
an alarm was turned in from Box 756, located 
at the corner of Kinzie and Clark streets. Eu- 
aine No. 11 was the first company to reach the 
fire, and was followed in rapid succession by 
Rugtues 13, 14, 17. 27, and Trucks 3 
the time the first stream was play 
were spreading rapidly, and a 
later were shooting from thé base 
roof. Realnum that it was gomg to be a bard 
fight, Marshal Redell sent in a second alarm 
at 6:29, bringing to his assistance Engines 1, 3. 
4, 5, 10, 32, Coemiodi 1, and Trucks 1 and 9, and 
three minutes later Mafeshal Green sent in a 
third alarm, to which Engines 30, 7, 22, 26, 
Chemical 2, and Truck 10 responded. 

By this time the building Was roarimg like a 
hund blast-furusdes and explosion after 
explosion followed in rapid succession. The 
firemen tought like demons, but the score or 
more of streams bad apparently littie or no ef- 
fect on the literal bell within the walls. The 
greatest difficulty was in getting at the fire. A 
dozen engines were on the dock in 
the roar of Bibley’s warehouse and leads of 
bose were run around tothe North Water 
street front, while others were run through the 
builainge on Kinzie street so as to attack the 
burning structure from the rear. Part of the 
apparatus was detailed to guard adjacent 
property. and it wae with the greatest difficulty 
that the fre was kept from spreading to tlie 
Ewing Block, on Clark street, which was only 
separated by a narrow alleyway. Fearing that 
this buliding would also suffer destruction, 
Chief Swenie made a special call at 7:12 for Bu- 
gines 8, 9, 12, 33, 34, and 35. Engine 35 came from 
Milwaukee and North avenues, and Engine 9 
from Cottage Grove avenue and Twenty-sixth 


With this reinforcement the department was 
able to keep the flames from spreading, bat 
the firemen were in constant danger of !using 
their lives. The explosions inside the burning 
building as the barreis of oll and bags of salt- 
petre became ignited closely resembled the 
musketry of a sharp battle, and with each de- 
tous tion some part of the walls would be 
huried outward.

The only man 
who sustained severe injury was Adam Bram 
of Engine No. 4. u the east wall fell a 
lead of hose came down with it and the pipe 
struck Brait on the head, inflictmg an ugiy 
gash. He was picked up almost senseless and 
sent bome. His injuries will probably not 
confine bim to his house more than afew days. 

The Clark street cars were stopped by the 
fire and the passengers compelled to get off at 
Lilinois street. On the viaduct the tracks were 
buried beneath the ice that had been formed 
by bursting hose, and one car was frozen up. 
The horses were unhbitched and the car left on 
the tracks. It was chopped out later in the 

Traffic was aso completely stopped on 
& Northwestern tracks east of the 
Ciark street viaduct. After the south wail 
teil, and the fire-engines had left the tracks, it 
was found that ice had formed half a foot deep 
between the rails, rendering it impossibie to 
throw the switches. Much difficulty was ex- 
perienced in clearing away the débris from the 
tracks and cutt out the ice, and it was after 
4 o'clock before Clark-street cars were abie 
to resume their regular trips. 

The fire was struck out at 11:46, but five en- 
gines remained and piayed for five or six hours 
on the still smoking ruins, which became 
buried under a load of ice. An old woman 
who occupied one of the sbanties in the neigh- 
borhood bad an eye to business even while the 
blagsmg brands were failing upon tlie snow- 
laden roof of her domioile. three 
gallons of whisky, the opened up a bar and 
carried on a lively traffic. 

F. C. Vehmeyer, manager of the Continental 
Warehouse, estimates the loss at nearly $200,- 
000. It ie said that fully one-fourth of the en- 
tire stock of breom-corn in Chicago was de-

—enough almost to make up the losses on this 
article.

An Opinion from President Edwards 
Concerning the Law’s Delay” 
—The Remedy, 


Some Suggestions from the Oommittes on 
Law Reform—The Power of 
Wealth. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 12.—[Special. The 
ninth annual session of the Illinois State Bar As- 
sociation convened today in the Supreme Court 
room with a good attendance of members. 
Owing to the iliness of the ent, Judge 
B. S. Edwards, the Hon. Milton was chosen 
to preside. A committee was appointed to 
wait on the members of the Supreme bench 
to invite them to be present during the read- 
ing of the President's annual address. The 
address was read in the presence af the Su- 


preme bench by the Secretary of the associa- 
tiop, Maj. Bluford Wilson of this city. In the 
course of this address Juage Edwards says: 


It has for a long time seemed to me that the re- 
sccusation of a portion of the public press, 
that the law’s delay and technicality were certain 
means Of escape of criminals, was made without 
due examination, and was a fomenter of much of 
the violence without law against offenders, or sup- 
posed offenders, of the criminal code, and of the 
forcible redress of grievances for which civil 
remedies are provided. While there are excep- 
tions, is it not patent that, with each year, courts 
and Legisiatures are brushing away most of the 
mere technicalities of the criminal and civil law 
which stand in the way of exact justice? That 
throughout the States and Territories, by the 
progress of Christian civilization and the enforce- 
ment of the laws, the occasions of lynch law are 
rapidly decreasing—that the exceptions are so rare 
as to produce almost universal denunciation, and, 
where possible, condign punishment? 

To magnify an evil or danger is not the best prep- 
eration forthe discovery of the remedy or pre- 
veative. In the general administration of justice, 
is not the charge of delay greatly magnified? The 
argument based on the numberof casesin the 
Court of Appeals or the United States Supreme 
Court, if not fallacious, is misleading. How small 
& proportion of these cases are appealed? The 
vast majority affecting directiy the people in the 

inary transactions of life are not 
appealed, but are disposed of in the lower 
courts. It is the danger and expense of 
delay. as it affects the people, that is so 
be considered, and most if not all the cases affect- 
ing the interests of ordinary clients are within the 
jurisdiction of and generally settied in courts of 
the Justice of the Pence, the county or circuit 
courts. Again, in discussing the questions of delay 
and uncertainty of the law, it should be remem- 
bered that during the last twenty-five years stat- 
utory, and what is called Judge-made law, have 
bad to deal with new conditions of afairs—with 
great changes naturally arising from increased 
business, the increase of incorporations, with Na- 
tional questions invoiving construction of statutes 
reiating to the public domain, and other public in- 
terests. 

Referring to the causes of the delay and uncer- 
tainty, some of the suggestions in the report of 
the Committee of the American Bar Association 
are of great importance, notably that in relation 
to the abuse of the application for writs of m- 
junction and appointments of receivers. The re- 
port says: “Actions are brought, not witha view 
of the final trial and judgment, but with the view 
of gaining a temporary advantage which may, 
from the sheer pressure of inconvenience and de- 
lay upon an adversary, force him to yield through 
the operation of an arrest, or an injunction, ors 
receiver. ‘This w a dangerous proceeding.”’ 

Remedy for delay of a trial by the evidential 
management or mismanagement is not easily 
made by legislation of any kind. There must be 
some well defined rules in relation to admissibility 
of evidence, and, except by the control of the 
Judge and the common sense of the lawyer, limit 
to the extent of that examination and cross-exami- 
nation which is necessary to elicit the truth can- 
not be very well interposed. The effect on the 
jury of too protracted an examination will do much 
to cure lawyers of unnecessary prolixity in exami- 
notion of witnesses. Much valuable time would be 
saved if Judges, in deciding questions of evidence, 
would avoid long opinions which not infrequently 
indicate the “leaning ot the Judge. The simple 
decision of the point, with only enough comment 
to indicate to the attorneys the course to be deter- 
mi thereafter, is sufficient, 

How is Judge-made law to be eliminated? Says 
this committee: “ Will not one court, tn constru- 
ing a provision of the code, follow a construction 
already given by another?—in other words, will not 
the courts make a law unto themselves by adher- 
ing to the principle of following adjudged cases?’ 
What is this but Judge-made law? Chancellor 
Kent says: The English courts seem now to con- 
sider it to be thair duty to adhere to the authority 
of adjudged cases when they have been so clearly 
and so often or 80 long established as to create a 
rule of property, notwithstanding they may feel 
the hardship er not perceive the reasonabieness of 
the rule.” 

Is not the law evolved by construction of stat- 
utes as much Judge-made as the common law so 
contemptuously treated by the committee? 

Furthermore, what courts are to pass finally on 
a code from which Judge-made law is to be s0 en- 
tirely eliminated? Shall it continue as now, regu- 
lated by the Legislatures and courts of States and 
Territories, or by the laws of Congress and de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme Court? The 
State and Federal courts on some most important 
statutory constructions have been in direct con- 
fict. The rale in construing statutes by the 
United States Court is thus laid down: In con- 
struing State statutes the United States Court 
will follow the constraction adopted by the State 
courts, unless it conflicts with or tmpairs the em- 
ciency of some principle of the United States Con- 
stitution, an act of Congress, or a rule of commer- 
cial or general law ’’—rather a broad margin. 

That there are uncertainties and delays in the 
law there is no doubt. That the existence and the 
supposed dangers from these delays and uncer- 
tainties are greatly exaggerated there is likewise 
ro doubt. The remedy proposed will not remove 
the evil or even afford much palliation. Litigation 
is diminishing throughout the country. Public 
sentiment is quick to. detect the danger of any 
general evil, and will dictate to the Legislatures 
from time to time such amendments as may be 
necessary to remedy or modify. Some principles 
have been settled. Is there not more safety in this 
gradual amendment of the several State statutes 
than in the entire change by adoption of a National 
code, or even a code for each State. 

Our criminal law is a code prescribing for the 
punishment of every known crime. The tendency 
of population is to the cities, towns, and villages, 
particularly to the large cities. Part of this popu- 
lation necessarily is of the most turbulent and dan- 
gerous character. The opportunities for the com- 
mission of crime and escape vee — = 
greatly increased. Complaint has been made o 
— extent of powers of municipal authorities 
as not consistent with the principles of republican 
government. But the cases are multiplying where 
in these municipalities the strength of the law, 
within constitutional limits, should be unflinching- 
ly mapifested. Why shoula ft be unsafe in the 
largest cities for unprotected females to 
walk by day or night? Why should the 
homes of tamilies whose husbands, brothers, 
or wives and daughters are necessarily absent, be 
insecure? The multiplying vocations in which 
women and girls are being employed, and which re- 
quire their presence on the streets, emphasize the 
necessity for protection. The remedy is not to be 
found in the enaciment of more laws. is it not 
true that within the limits of these municipalities 
these State laws are constantly violated, and 
no attempt is made by the State and 
county officers to enforce them; that 
violations of law of which they cannot fail to be 
cognizant, some committed within their sight, are 
passed by or connived at, often under the false

THE POWER OF WEALTH. 

H. B. Hurd and James A. . from the 
Committee on Law Reform, made the follow- 
ing report and recommendations, which were 
made a special order for tomorrow at 2 o'clock: 

That statutes of descent of property and of 
be changed as to limit the amount that 


within the domain of legislative discretion. We 
—— by way of suggestion the followmg limita- 
8: 


To a child $500,000; to those standing in the next 
degree of kinship $100,000 to each; and so on until 
the estate is exhausted. 

The design of such a change ought not to be 
such as to disturb the normal condition of things 
as they now exist, but to reach the abnormally 
large accumulations which menace the political 
power of the State. This recommendatign is in 
harmony with the spirit of our institutions and 
in the same direction as the laws against 
perpetuities, entailments, and the preseht laws of 
descent. Your committee refrain from extended 
argument in support of this proposition, but will 
add that in its judgment there never was a time in 
the history of the world when the power of money 
in skiliful hands wasso greut as the present, or 
when the use of that power was made so con- 
spicucus. The new forces at its command are 
augmenting it with wonderful rapidity. Already 
the sceptre has passed from the sword to 
the counting-house. The fact that one in- 
dividual may monopolize hundreds of millions of 
the wealth of the Nation and pass it intact by will 
to another with all its possibilities ig a growing 
source of uneasiness among all classes of society. 
It cannot be denied that in the proportion that the 
very rich are increased, so is the number of the 
very poor also increased, and the number of those 
comfortably off decreased. 

The Constitution of 1870 in the same article that 
it provides for the establishment of appellate 
courts, contemplates a change at some future time 
in the plan of dividing the State into grand 
divisions for holding terms of the Supreme Court. 
The establishment has removed some of the 
strongest oviections to such change, and your com- 
mittee recommends that the Legislature be asked 
to pass at its next session a bili for the consolida- 
tion of the Supreme Court at the Capital of the 
State. Such a change would greatly facilitate the 
business of the court, improve the opportunities 
of the members of the court to confer together in 
the decision of cases and in the preparation of 
opinions, and in every way advance the interest of 
those having business before the court. 

There is a growing demand for some relief from 
the increasing expenses attending the transfer of 
real estate, principally in procuring abstracts of 
title. In those counties where the records of deeds 
and court proceedings have been destroyed the 
evidences of title are being lost by lapse of time. 
The statates of limitation as they now exist on the 
statute-books may be, and probably are, sufficient 
in most cases to protect the owners of property in 
case of litigation, but they are of little avail in con- 
sideration of the marketable character Of the title, 
for the reason that they all rest upon facts which, 
for the most part. do not appear of record. 

Frequent complaints have been made of the 
way in which town récords and accounts are kept 


and the irreguiarities existing in the audit- 
ing of accounts. This results largely 
from the lack of system and i precision 


in the directions given in the statute cevering this 
subject. Your committee therefore recommends 
that a bill be prepared and submitted to the next 
General Assembly revising that portion of the 
statute on township organization s0 as to prescribe 
a more simple and consistent way of keeping the 
records and accounts and giving as faras may be 
forms for the same.

Senator Hoar’s Presidential-Succes- 


sion Bill Reported to the 
House. 


Commissioner Sparks Makes an Impor- 
tant Decision Affecting Many 
Settlers. 


The Committees Getting Down to Work— 
New Bills in the Senate and 
House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—In the House 
today Mr. Caldwell of Texas, from the Com- 
mittee on Laws Regulating the Election of 
President and Vice-President, reported back 
without amendment the Hoar Presidential 
Succession bill, and it was placed on the cal- 
ender. 

Mr. Cooper of Ohio gave notice that he 
would file a minority report. 

In reporting the Hoar bill regulating the 
Presidential succession to the House the ma- 
jority of the Committee on the Election of 


President and Vice-President say: 

It is absolutely necessary to provide for the suc- 
cession under the eircumstances now existing, 
leaving further and more satisfactory provisos for 
contingencies which may possibly arise to Other 
measures hereafter to be proposed. As tothe 
question of the advisability of changing the pres- 
ent law, the majority are confronted by many di- 
culties that arise in the endeavor to ascertain the 
constitutionality of the present system. There 
are grave doubts as to whether the President - pro 
tempore of the Senate or the Speaker of the House 
are such officers of the United States as, in the 
meaning and intent of the Constitution, 
could succeed to the Presidential office, the 
statutes providing therefor to the contrary 
notwithstanding. These doubts would disturb the 
succession under the present statutes, and would 
in all probability lead to a contest that would dis- 
quiet the Nation, unsettle business, and disturb 
the peace of the country. A grave objection to 
the present system, in the opinion of the majority, 
is the fact that it merges the executive branch into 
the legislative branch of the Government and an- 
nexes the powers and duties of the chief execu- 
tive officer to the position of President pro tempore 
ot the Senate or Speaker of the House. As Presi- 
dent of the Senate he would preside over pre- 
ceedings involving the confirmation of his own nom- 
inations, and as Speaker of the House he could 
vote to sustain his own vetoes. As either House 
of Congress may expel one of its members, hence 
the Acting President might be expelled. It is con- 
ceded that the Present pro tempore of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House are in no 
sense officers of the Unitea States upon whom 
the Presidential succession can devo:.*. The ma- 
jority of the committee think that a Cabs >t officer 
selected by the chosen President of the pc~>ie, 
by dnd with the consent of the Senate, is ber- 


tninly a proper successor to the administration of . 


the Government for the remainder of the term. 

Mr. Cooper of Ohio, in his minority report, 
objects to the Hoar bill for several reasons. In 
the first place, he holds that it does not pro- 
vide for filling a vacancy in the Presidency 
caused by inability or death of the President- 
elect and Vice-President-clect. The majority 
of the committee, says Mr. Cooper, argue that 
the words President and Vice-President in- 
clude those officers-elect. But if that be so, 
then another objection arises, which is, that if 
the President-elect and Vice-President-elect be 
disabled or die, then the successor to the Pres- 
idency would be the Secretary of State of an 
old, dead Administration. Thus a mere clerk 
to a President whose party may have been sig- 
nally defeated at the polis would for four years 
discharge the duties of President in opposition 
to the will of the people. 

Another objection arises to the bill as re- 
ported, which is that the terms upon which the 
Acting President holds office and his salary are 
not sufficiently definit. Is he privileged to ap- 
point a Cabinet? If so, would not bis Secre- 
tary of State be justified, under the Hoar bill, 
in usurping the Presidential office? Would his 
salary be that of President or of a Secretary of 
State? And would he hold both offices? These 
are questions of importance that are not de- 
termined by the language of the bill. In the 
opinion of the minority, the Presidential office 
should always be elective, and any arrange- 
ment made for filling vacancies should be in 
the nature of a temporary expedient to carry 
on the Government until the yacancy can be 
filled by an election. 

LAND-GRANT DECISION. 


Land Commissioner Sparks today promul- 
gated an important decision affecting the 
claims of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to a grant of land between a point on the 
Columbia River, near Portland, Ore., and 
Tacoma, on’ Puget Sourid, in Washmaton Ter- 
ritory. The Commissioner says: 

The road between these points was authorized to 
be constructed by a joint resolution of Congress 
in 1869, without a land grant. The original act of 
1864 provided for a main line of road across the 
Cascade Mountains to Puget Sound, and a branch 
from a point not more than 300 miles east 


of the western terminus, passing down 
the Columbia River to n point at 
or near Portiand, Ore., but made no 


provision for a road 
and Puget Sound. The railroad company lays claim 
to u grant for this portion of the road under the 
joint resolution of Congress of 1870, which pro- 
vided that the company might construct its main 
line down the Columbia Kiver and its branch across 
the Cascades with the same grants as provided for 
by the original act of incorporation. As no grant 
was made by the original act for the construction 
of the road from Portiand to Tacoma, and none by 
the act of 1869, no such grant can be presumptive- 
ly drawn from the joiat resolution of 1870. No 
sach grant was made by any of the acts of Con- 
gress, and it is not found that any formal decision 
has ever been made by the Interior Department, 
holding that the joint resolution of 1870 embraced 
a grant of lands between said points, although 
withdrawals appear to have been ordered upon the 
filing by the company of its maps. No reasons for 
such withdrawals have ever been assigned, so far 
as the records of the Land-Office disclose. 

This decision affects the odd-numbered seoc- 
tions of land eighty miles in width for a dis- 
tance of 106 miles, embracing about 2.500. 000 
acres, estimated to be worth $25,000,000. The 
claim of the railroad company to these lands 
has long been disputed by settlers, large num- 
bers of whom are in occupation, claiming the 
right to enter under the public land laws. the 
case of Donald McCrea and J. 8. Baak 
the Northern Pacific Rauread Company brought 
out the decision. 


[THe TRIBUNE'S Philadelphia correspondent 
telegraphs: Charles 8. Wright, ex-President of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, said to your corre- 
spondent tonight regarding Land-Commissioner 
Sparks’ decision that the Northern Pacific would 
have to forfeit 25,000 acres of land: as 
Commissioner, is simply stating his views. He 
is in a position to make capital for 
himeelf, and if he submits to the 
tary of the Interior a recommendation 
which shall be approved he poses as the guardian 
of the people's interests. In the remote of the 
Secretary’s agreeing to his views the recourse is to 
the President, and finally to the United States Su- 
preme Court. The lands are already issued to the 
company and titie has passed to second and 
third hands, the road having been built for a time 
and the lands deeded to the company in lawful 
manner. }

PRESIDENT’S OFFICE, NEW York, Jan. 12.— 15 
the Bondholders and of the Northern 
Pacific Ratiroad Company: It is publicly stated that 
Commissioner Sparks of the General Land Office 
has rendered a decision to the effect that this com- 
pany bas no grant of lands for its road between 
the Columbia River and Puget Sound.

At the Presidential elee- 
tion the total vote was 453, while in the 
spring it was 862! „ The boundaries of the 
precinet were unchanged and its population 
remained the same, In November Harrison, 
as a candidate for Governor, received 150 
votes and in the spring 625. Oglesby had 
153 majority in November and Harrison 888 
in April. In other words, Harrison gained 
641 votes in this single precinct in the course 
of six months and in April had 35 more votes 
than the total cast at the Presidential election 
for Blaine and Cleveland both! The fraud 
is apparent at first glance, but to prove the 
bogus votes ore by one is a task requiring 
time and expense. Since it is practically im- 
possible to purge the returns of manifest 
trauds when once perpetrated, the people de- 
mand measures to forestall and prevent 
them. ' 
But there is no provision of the new law 
of greater value than that which ties the 
hands of the perpetual Aldermen and pre- 
vents them sitting as judges in their own 
case. The present law seems designed to 
fasten this class of ward bosses on the peo- 
ple and make it next to impossible to shake 
them off. They have virtual control of the 
election machinery, and always see to it that 
judges and clerks are appointed in certain 
precincts to stuff the ballot-boxes and count 
the votes in their interest. The crowning 
absurdity is in empowering the Aldermen to 
make the final canvass and declare 
themselves elected. Under no cireum- 
stances should an Alderman who is a 
candidate for reélection be permitted 
to canvass the vote and act as judge in his 
own case. Nor should his assocjates in the 
Council be allowed to perform that service 
for him by acting in a case where they are all 
jointly interested. The canvass should be 
placed in the hands of disinterested officials, 
as provided-by the new Election law. The 
disposition of the perpetual Aldermen to en- 
gage in outrageous abuses of power was 
strikingly shown last spring, when, for cor- 
rupt purposes, they deferred the canvass 
from April till June in open violation of law. 
The new Election law was adopted by an 
enormous majority of the taxpayers and legal 
voters of Chicago without regard to party, 
and it stands as a non-partisan demand for 
removing temptation from the “ fine-work- 
ers” and destroying the occupation of the

OF ELECTION 


A SINGULAR VIBW 
REFORM. 


Mr. Adolph Moses, one of the retained 
enemies of election reform in the late contest 
in the Supreme Court, explains that he was 
misquoted by Mr. A. M. Pence or by 4 te 
porter in the published assertion that he 
** opposed all registration laws on the ground 
of uneonstitutionality” and was the only 
lawyer in the State of Illinois holding such a 
view.” Mr. Moses explains that his consti- 


tutional objections apply only to registration 


laws, Which do not regulate but embarrass 
or destroy the rights of -the voters.” Why, 
then, should not Mr. Moses pick his quarrel 
with the old law instead of the new? ‘The 
old law requires eight or ten times as much 
registration as the new, and hence in this re- 
spect has eight or ten times as much effect in 
„ embarrassing it not destroying the right of 
the voter. It is a matter of common no- 
torlety that the present law requiring regis- 
tration before each election, with the option 
of swearing in the ballot at the polls, embar- 
rasses the act of voting, and causes thousands 
of electors to lose their votes, being in 
this respect eight or ten times as objection- 
able as the new law, which alone stirs the 
indignation of Mr. Moses. ‘The popular idea 
among those not learned in the Constitution 
is that to register only once in four years is a 


great convenience and advantage to all honest . 


voters. 

If the interpretation put on the Constitu- 
tion by Mr. Moses be correct, it would seem 
to extend to other matters than registration, 
For the purpose of ‘embarrassing or de- 
stro activity at the polls on the part of 
repeaters, false personators, and other swin- 
dlers even thé present impeffect law pro- 
vides a number of checks not specially au- 
thorized by the Constitution. The law goes 
even further than this, and merely, witha 
view of preserving the secrecy of the ballot, 
makes provisions not specially sanctioned by 
the Constitution, and which, if they do not 
embarrass the act of voting, certainly render 
its exercise nugatory under certain circum- 
stanees. For instative, the Constitution says 
merely that all votes shall be by ballot,” 
but the Legislature has undertaken to pre- 
scribe the kind of ot and exclude all 
others. Ballots ajdst be printed on a 
particular kimi of paper and in a 
specified mahner. No man has a right to 
cast his Fallot written or printed on the kind 
of p*per he may prefer, but he must submit 
to requirement of the law. In a number 


‘of States having constitutional provisions 


the same as Illinois all ballots that bear any 
distinguishing mark are thrown out and re- 
jected in the count. The right of the voter 
is not simply regulated or embar- 
rassed,” but actually destroyed, if the ballot 
is not in compliance with the law, although 
there is no such specification in the Constitu- 
tion. There is probably not an election stat- 
ute in the United States not open in some 
form or other to the objection which Mr. 
Moses brings against the new Election law. 
Indeed, the only statute that would abide his 
test would be one that left voting free from 
all practical restraints and gaye full scope to 
repeaters, false personators, and patent-affi- 
davit swindlers of every degree. 


‘““PRIVILEGES” ON ‘CHANGE. 

A great deal of talk has been heard within 
the last few weeks among members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade about the value of 
memberships in that body. Several plans 
for increasing it have been broached through 
the press, the general idea being that it is 
too low, as transfers have been made within 
a month past at less than one-fifth of the 
$10,000 which is the officially declared value 
of a new ticket. The decadence was due to 
an increased pressure to sell, which in turn 
was ascribed to the smaller quantity of busi- 
ness that has fallen to the lot of the average 
commission merchant since the removal to 
the new building and the enhanced expense 
that was entailed by that step. The board 
recently abolished the penalty for cutting the 
rates of commission for doing business, but 
that did not bring the relief that was wished 
—though the agitation of schemes for im- 
proving the situation has caused a 50 per 
cent advance from the lowest price at which 
memberships were sold near the close of last 
year. 

It is fair to ask if the cause of the evil 
complained of does not lie in the methods of 
the board, antl especially in that class of its 
transactions which is called dealing in privi- 
leges.” There is no question about the fact 
that the puts and calls now form the most 
prominent feature of the trading, though 
conveniently ignored by the officers as being 
outside their jurisdiction. The truth is that 
the board cannot take official cognizance of 
the trading in privileges down-stairs, except 
to denounce it—which they are not prepared 
todo. It is well known that the “ privi- 
lege business is forbidden by a law of the 
State, but which is quietly treated as if it 
were a dead letter—the plea being that the 
law was passed by men who were ignorant 
of the requirements of modern business, and 
that the put or call is as necessary a protec- 
tion in the handling of produce as is the tak- 
ing out of a policy of insurance against fire. 
Perhaps there was some plausibility in the 
allegation when the practice was confined 
within narrow limits, but none now. The 
wagon is placed in front of the horse when 
the privilege is made the basis for buying or 
selling the next day instead of a protection 
against excessive loss on purchases or sales 
made previously, as is now the rule. It be- 
comes a parasite that overshadows and eats 
up the life of the parent tree, and thrives 
most when its support is in the stage of incip- 
ient decay. 

In this phase the trading in privileges not 
only sinks to the level of the much-com- 
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is being . It is all right for a niillion- 
aire of the board to play the freeze- 
out game on the smaller fry, but it was a 
cardinal sin for the proprietor of a bucket- 
shop to do the same thing, and the gorge of 
the average member rose at the bare thought 
that he could be a party to furnishing the 
quotations by wire which would make such a 
thing possible. 

This is not mere moralizing. It touches 
vitally on the welfare of the members of the 
board today. The people outside the board 
and the city who used to send orders to 
tradé here have become discouraged from 
doing 80, believing that they do not stand an 
equal chance with those who have the inside 
track on privileges. And they are not far 
from being right; at least not if there were 
any truth in what so many members of the 
board had to say about the bucket-shops up 
toa few months ago. It were better that 
the friends of the board should recognize 
this fact than that the institution be per- 
mitted to decline further in power and use- 
fulness through a mistaken ‘“ let-alone” 
policy which is slowly but surely sapping the 
foundations of the legitimate trade in prod- 
uce. It is perhaps difficult to say in what 
way the best friends of the institution should 
proceed to get rid of the canker worm that is 
gnawing af its vitals, but they could scarcely 
make things much worse than they are at 
present—a fact which constitutes this as an 
excellent time to begin. The new officers 
may perhaps regard it as their privilege as 
well as duty to move in the direction of so 
desirable a reform. 


SUBURBAN FOOLISHNESS #XEMPLI- 
FIED. 


The predicament in which the people of 
Lake View just now find themselves—witb- 
out water and practically without protection 
from fire—serves to show the absurdity of 
the system under which the affairs of our 
suburbs generally are Administered and the 
wisdom of the course suggested to their resi- 


dents some time ago in these columns—a=--| 


nexation to the city as soon as practica ile. 

Two years ago the local authorities of 
Lake View provided that town with water 
and drainage systems at a large expense to 
the residents aul property-owners. These 
systems’ are independent of and different 
froi; the city water and drainage systems and 
proportionally ten times as costly. Now, in 
the middle of the winter, when the neighbor- 
ing ponds and wells and other natural water- 
supplying sourees are locked up by ice and 
frost, the Lake View people come begging to 
Chicago to provide them with water and pro- 
tection against fire. They say that one of 
the inlets from which water has been ob- 
tained from the lake for the use of their 
town “was broken by the last storm,” and 
the other, and the only other, 1s so full of 
anchor-ice that the pumps of their water- 
works must lie idle and useless.” If a fire 
had occurred at any time since Sunday in any 
part of the town it would have spread until 
the principal portion had been destroyed. It 
might also have endangered the City of Chi- 
cago, In their emergency the Lake View 
authorities now suggest a connection with 
the Chicago water system. But connection 
is at present impracticable, it appears; 
and if practicable it might not be permissible 
without favorable action by the Chicago Com- 
mon Council. The latter body may tell the 
Lake View authorities that they made appli- 
cation at the wrong moment. The proper 
time to apply was when Lake View decided 
that it needed a water system. The applica- 
tion could then have been granted on con- 
dition that the Lake View people should pay 
well for the advantage—or, better still, if 
they wanted it very much they might have 
annexed their territory to the city and our 
water system would have been extended there 
as necessity and circumstances demanded. 
But the petty politicians who then con- 
trolled our northern guburb would insist on 
having their own water-works. The case of 
Lake View is nota peculiar one. The Vil- 
lage of Hyde Park was in a nearly similar 
predicament a short time ago, and the Hyde 
Park and Town of Lake people yet com- 
plain of the many defects and drawbacks of 
their independent water-works, which were 
established through a spirit of pettiness and 
jobbery. The pipes are frequently clogged 
with sand, the power is insufficient, and there 
are repairs accompanied by the usual pilfer 
ing going on at all times. 

About the same time a village ring tried to 
foist on Jefferson a water-works job at an enor- 
mous cost, but were prevented by the public- 
spirited property-owners, who are now seek- 
ing admission to the city as the best solution 
of the water difficulty and the surest escape 
from the village ringsters. > 

All this plan of independent water-works, 
independent fire and police departments, in- 
dependent boards and councils and sewerage 
systems in the suburbs immediately surround- 
ing Chieago is exceedingly absurd. The 
proper course is to annex the territory to 
Chicago as fast as the urban character of the 
places warrants the expense of extension to 
them of city advantages. This is the 
easiest, safest, and best. It is also the most 
honest, as the suburban residents mostly do 
business in Chicago and ought to contribute 
te the support and improvement of its mu- 
nicipal government. it is also the cheapest, 
because Chicago taxation, as was shown very 
recently, is much lower than the taxation of 
the surrounding suburbs, while property 
goes on ad vanecimg in value within the city 
at greater rate. The suburbs should come in 
out of the cold. 2 


TAXING MARRIAGES. 

The Maryland Legislature is considering a 
measure for the encouragement of marriages 
in that State by reducing the price of mar- 
riage Jicenses. A similar bill was introduced 
during the last session, but for some inex- 
plicable reason was defeated by the Demo- 
cratic majority, which thus put itself on ree- 
ord as opposed to the popularizing of the 
marriage system. Recently the State Con- 
troller recommended the reduction of the 
fee to $1—50 cents for the Clerk 
and 50 cents for the State—the present 
tax bemg $4.50, ‘Thursday last two bills 
wete introduced, one of which reduced 
the tax to $1 and the other to 50 cents. The 
Baltimore American champions the 50-cent 
bili upon the ground that, while it may be 
right to demand 50 cents for the Clerk’s 
costs, the State has no right to impose a tax 
on marriages or derive any part of its rev- 
enue from such a souree, the true function of 
the State being to encourage marriage and 
the consequent formation of homes ds the 
real unit of republican institutions.

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| children. Old bachelors are always accus- 
tomed to declare their happiness with much 
‘ostentation and to commiserate their asso- 
ciates who cannot live at clubs or come in at 
unseasonable hours without ineurring Caudle 
lectures, and who are not free to 
pursue their own pleasures. Such men 
should be obliged to pay for their 
happiness, as they do not perform 
their duty either in multiplying the popula- 
tion or paying the expenses ineurred in mul- 
tiplication by those who have a realizing 
sense of their duty, and perform it. The ex- 
penses of weddings also are very heavy and 
a tax as large as that required in Maryland 
adds materially to them, especially when the 
parties are poor. As there is more marrying 
among the poor than among the rich, and as 
the burden of popular multiplication falls 
upon them, attendant expenses ought to be 
made as light as possible. Cynics will be apt 
to remark that where so many marriages 
turn out badly and are dissolved by the 
courts - it would be wise not to offer any pe- 
cuniary premiums for their encouragement. 
This, however, is not the fault of the 
institution so much as it is the fault of 
individual cussedness, which, if not displayed 
in the marital state, might assume other 
forms of manifestation which would be a 
nuisance if not a danger. A happy reform 
indeed might be effected by levying a heavy. 
tax on divorce decrees, It might reduce the 
number of matrimonial misfits and thus indl- 
rectly tend to increase the number of mar- 
riages. Fifty cepts, it appears to us, is a suf- 
ficient tax upon marriages, Those who live 
happily together will more fhan make the 
difference up in their increased contributions 
to the revenue, and those who live unhappily 
together will be glad that it didn’t cost any 
more. 


Tae Lower House of the Ohio Legislature

PARLIAMENT OPENED. 
THE OLD SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE RBE- 
ELECTED—AMUSINS3 SCENES. 

Lowpon, Jan. 12.—[Vin Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.}—Notwithstanding the 
momentous issues that are expected to be set- 
tled by the present session of Parliament its 
opening day was as dull a performance as bas 
ever been witnessed on any similar occasion 
in Westmioster. The attendance was 
meagre, es pecially on the Gov- 
ernment side. The Opposition benches 
were full, not because there were many mem- 
bers, but because there are few seats. The 
Parnellites sacrificed comfort to consistency 
and crowded in among the Opposition as usual. 
In the absence of Mr. Parnell, who is resting at 
Wicklow, they were led by Mr. Justin Mo- 
Carthy, who was yesterday elected Vice-Chair 
man of the delegation. The presence of burly 
“Joe” Biggar was characteristically mant- 
fested early in the session. 

One of the first acts of the House was the 
election of the Speaker. It having deen set- 
tied by the party chiefs that the Rt.-Hon. 
Arthur Wellesley Peel was to be reélected to 
that office, he was put in nomination by Mr. 
Gladstone and by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the 
Government leader of the House. Both these 
gentlemen vastly polite to euch other and 
vastly complimentary to Mr. Peel, who was 
described asa marvel of patience, and 
integrity. At one time Mr. Gladstone 
was eulogizing the impurtiality of the Speaker. 
He was in the middle of one of his most grace- 
ful apostrophes, and the House was very still, 
being charmed by his perfect oratory if net 
convinced by his logic. Suddenly there came 
from a point just behind Mr. Gladstone an 
explosive roar that can only be described 
as a thunderous snort of dissent. Everybody 
looked in the direction of the noise. Even Mr. 
Giadstone lost his poise for a moment and 
turned upon bis intérrupter. He saw Mr. Big- 
gar, with bis flushed face sunk between his big 
shoulders, his eyes giaring, and bis whole ex- 
pression sas ing as plainly as words: 

** You know you are a Har!“ 

The Government leader was no less eulogistic 
and was more prolix that Mr. Gladstone. The 
big member for Cavan stared at him for a few 
minutes with an air of resignation, and just as 
Sir Michael had completed a panegyric on the 
speaker's fairness and courtesy Mr. Biggar 
gave a groan of utter weariness, as much as 
to say: 

“O Lord! bow long is this battering to 
last!“

SOME OF THE OPENING SCENES. 
Perhaps the most sonorous cheer greeting 
members at the opening of Parliament today 
was that which greeted the massive head and 
clean-shaven face of Bradiaugh, who is the pet 
of the populace, and whose victory the morn- 
ing papers had announced. 

The first to enter palace-yard were, of course, 
the new members. One could tell them at 
first sight, much as one can detect anew Con- 
gressman at Washmgton. Each one looked as 
if he thought he were being inspected by the 
whole country, and insensibly be bowed at any 
faint noise. They lost this look, however, 
when, on entering the biiiding, they were fre- 
quentiy challenged by policemen and door 
keepers, who were on the alert against 
ingénioug reporters giving che names 
of new mombers. Close by the en- 
trance to the Commons stood four 
**beef-caters” from the Tower, who had 
just concluded the traditional search of the 
vaults throughout the entire building for an- 
other Guy Fawkes. More in accordance with 
the progress of the age, policemen had closed 
the Westminster Hall entrance against dyna- 
miters, feeling that Rossa had supplanted Guy. 
As the crowd looked through the railings, 
cbaffing at the gorgeous crimson uniforms and 
the pole axes of the beef-eaters,”’ its attention 
was suddenly turnedto the entrance of the 
members of the labor party, who 
dramatically came together—-Broadhurst, Arch, 
Howell and Leicester among them, immediate- 
ly followed by John Bright and Burt, the Sec- 
retary of the Miaers’ Association. The firat- 
named “ agitationists ’’ were readily recognized. 
The brothers Ashmead-Bartlett soon after ar- 
rived together. Many of the old members of 
both parties, of course, received the accus- 
tomed greetings, but it was remarked by habit- 
uss that Duke, Ohamberiain, and Gladstone 
were not cheeréd as of old. Churchill, bow- 
ever, received such ringing salutations as 
“Dizzy” used to get from the mob 
teat everywhere balls audacity.

THE TRUTH ABOUT SAMOA. 
BISMARCK IN THE STARTLING ROLE OF A 
SELF-DENYING MAN. 

Lowpon, Jan. 12.—|Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The London newspapers 
and news agencies which were beaten on the 
announcement of the German seizure of the 
Samoan Islands are duly denying the truth 
of the report. They laboriously argue 
that the Cable News report probably 
came from San Francisco and is 
therefore untrustworthy. The fact is that the 
news of the seizure was received by Prince 
Hismarck and by Lord Salisbury several days 
ago. Tue commander of the German man-of- 
war Albatross made all haste to report his 
action to the German Admiralty Office, 
and Prinee Bismarck promptly communicated 
the * fact to Lord Salisbury. The 
information was given by the British Foreign 
Office to the Cable News yesterday. It was 
cabled to America, and was furnished to va- 
rious London papers which published it this 
morning. The fact of its publication was tele- 
graphed to Prince Bismarck, who sent 
certain instructions to Count von 
Hatzfeldt, the German Ambassador 
to England. The Ambassador waited upon 
Lord Salisbury this afternoon and assured 
bim that the German Government had no 
knowledge of an intention to seize Apia or any 
ofthe Samoan Islands previous to the re- 
port that the seizure had been made. His Gov- 
ernment, he said, was not prepared to 
sanction the action of the commander of the 
Albatross upon the facts now within its Knowl- 
edge. On the contrary, the German Govern- 
ment was anxious to maintain its selt-deny- 
ing policy as shown in the Samoan treaties 
with Great Britain and the United States. Count 
von Hatzfeldt urged, however, that the act 
of the German Cousul and naval officers should 
not be prejudged, and that it was necessary to 
await the arrival of details before taking any 
formal action. Lord Salisbury replied that the 
facts as reported showed a wanton dis- 
regard of British interests and of inter- 
national obligations. But he admitted that the 
delicate duties of a naval commander in re 
mote waters required a wide latitude of discre- 
tionary power, and he therefore agreed that 
the discussion should rest until both Govern- 
ments were in possession of the facts preced- 
ing and accompany ing the alleged seizures. 

The opinion among politicians is that Prince 
Bismarck 1s so anxious just now to keep Lord 
Salisbury in office, for the sake of keeping Mr. 
Gladstone out, that be will eventually make 
any concessions that may be demanded in the 
Samoap matter. 

The Standard's correspondent at Berlin says: 

Admiral Knorr, commanding the German men-of- 
war Bismarck, Gneisenau. and Olga, has been or- 
dered to Samoa to settie differences between 
the German Government and King Malietoa. When 
amicable relations have been arranged the Ger- 
man fag which was hoisted over Samoa will be 
hauled down. Germany has no intention to violate 
the neutrality agreement with England and 
America. | 
FROM SAN FRANCISCO AND WASHINGTON. 

Sax Francisco, Cal., Jan. 12.—It is thought 
bere that the report of the German occupation 
of the Samoan Islands arises from the oocupa- 
tion of the Gilbert and Marehail Islands near 
Samoa, which was announced some time ago. 

Wassineron, D. C., Jan. 12.—(Special. |— 
The Samoan story 1s stili discredited at tne 
State Department, as it is believed that, how- 
ever much Germany might like to colonize the 
island, she would not take arbitrary steps to- 
ward annexing Samoa. 

Oscar Greenbaum states tonight that be has 
received a letter from his brother, Mr. Green- 
baum, American Consul at Samoa,in which 
the latter says he has constantiy warned 
the United States Government of his tears 
that Germany intended taking posses- 
sion of the lands. The letter states 
that a strofig jealousy always existed be- 
tween the former Consuls in the desire 
of each to protect the conflicting commercial 
interests of their countrymen. This jealousy 
was intensified between the Ger- 
man and American Consuls from the 
fact that the latter was a German-American. 
The primary cause of this iil-feeling was found 
in the fact that American merchants have of 
late been cutting into the German trade at the 
islands. The American Oousul in his letter 
gave it as his opinion that the annexation of 
the Samoan Isiands by Germany would be the 
death- blow of all other foreign interests there.

A BLOODY BATTLE. 

RUSSIAN SOLDIERS AND SHOHSOVALS FIGHT

FIFTEEN Porn LOSE THEIR LIVES IN A 
FRENCH FACTORY AT AIX-LA«CHAPELLE. 
COLOGNE, Jan. 12.—I ntelligence has been re 

ceived here from Aix-la-Chapelle of a fatal fire 

that ccourred Friday last at that place. The 
property burned was a spinning-mill, and at 
the time the fire broke out the miil-nands were 
at work. The flames spread rapidly, and soon 
enveloped the whole structure. Men and 
women ruesbed frantically for the exits in their 
efforts to escape, while some jumped from the 
windows, receiving serious injuries. Fifteen 
of tne employ és perished in the flames. 

Loxpox, Jan. 123.—Advices received here 
say that a thaw, acoompanied by heavy rains, 
has set in in the Balkans, and has caused much 
destruction. ihe Maritza, the principal river 
in Roumetia, has overflowed its banks, flooding 
the surrounding country. Bridges have been 
swept away and a number of villages have 
been totally destroyed. The dispatches say 
that many persons must bave perished, but 
that no definit statements concerning the lose 
of life have yet been received. 


CONVICTS IN REVOLT. 
FIX HUNDRED PRISONERS SEIZE A FRENCH 
PRISON—TROOPS TO THE RESCUB. 

Panis, Jan. 12.—A dispatch from Riom, a 
town in the Department of Puy de Dome, states 
that 600 convicts in the prison there have re- 
volted and secured possession of the prison.

NEW TORK. 


GOTHAM DEMOCRATS IN A ‘VERY SORRY 
PLIGHT. 

New York, Jan. 12.—{Special.}—The Admin- 
istration and the Democratic managers in this 
city are in what might not inaptly be termed a 
peck of trouble over the Sub-Treasury here. 
This important institution is practically with- 
out a bead, although Mr. Jordan, the United 
States Treasurer, is holding the position tem- 
porarily, and no doubt is devotedly 
praying that some one may be speedily found 
who combines business tact, energy, responsi- 
bility, and character with a willingness to 
serve his party’s and the country’s interest. 
After Mr. Thomas Acton retired the po- 
sition of Sub-Treasurer was tendered 
the Hon. John Bigelow, who accepted 
and was confirmed. When Mr. 
Bigelow awoke to the responsibilities and work 
which the office imposed upon him, he made 
haste to decline the nomination, no doubt 
moved to take this step not alone 
on account of the onerous duties and the 
fact that the guardianship of 80 
many millions was not exactly to his 
taste and training, but by the somewhat dif- 
cult task of securing bondsmen, who are re- 
quired to qualify to the amount of 81,600, 000. 
Mr. Bigelow’s declination was a surprise 
to Democrats and Republicans alike, 
and the publicly-expressed desire for 
reasons was not gratified by the man 
who had been moved to brush the President's 
tender to one side. In looking over the field 
the managers next decided upon the Hon. An- 
drew H. Green, a man of prominence, who for 
years has managed the William B. Ogden 
estate. But Mr. Green was not so easy a bird 
to catch as Mr. Bigelow bad been. He assured 
his friends that the Sub-Treasury was not ex- 
actly to his taste, and so he declined. The next 
move was to ensnare Mr. William Stein- 
way, the piano-man, but Mr. Stein- 
way followed the examole set by 
Mesers. Bigelow and Green, and also 
respectfully begged to be let alone. He did 
not yearn for the Sub-Treasurysbip. The 
Administration must look elsewhere. Then it 
was that Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt was thought 
of, and was asked to assume the burdens of 
this responsibie office. Now, Mr. Roosevelt, 
like Mr. Green and Mr. Steinway, is an ener- 
getic man, and one not afraid of bard work 
and multitudinous responsibilities; and it 
strikes the average watcher of current events 
as a somewhat remarkable circumstance that 
he, too, should turn bis back upon the kindly 
proffer of bis party. The difficulty attending 
the disposition of the New York Sub-Treasury- 
ship is baving the effect down here to disprove 
Mr. Curtis’ statement that the Demo- 
cractic party is very hungry and very 
thirsty. No one appears willing to take 
upon himself one of the most prominent— at 
the same time one of the most responsible 
offices. It goes to prove what Secretary Man- 
ning recently said to a prominent politician 
who was complaining that Republican 
officeholders were not being turned out 
fast enough to euit the party. Mr. 
Manning repiied that he was willing and anx- 
ious to make a clean sweep and would do 
everything in his power to accomplish this 
end. But,“ be added, the Democrats have 
been out of office twenty-five years; they 
know very little about them; the Republicans 
are experienced and competent; and somehow 
it is next to impossible to find good Democrats 
to assume the most responsible trusts. If I 
were to turn out all the Republicans in my of- 
fice at once I would be in a pretty pickle. 
Give me time. The thing has got to be 
done gradually. We have got to teach these 
new-comers. It won't do todisturb public 
business. When important positions are ten- 
dered leading Democrats it seems to be hard 
work to get them to aocept. 

There is a good deal of quiet enjoyment 
induiged in by certain Republicans over 
the Democratic dilema concerning the 
Sub-Treasuryship. It has not heretofore been 
publicly known that four tenders had been 
made and ali declined. It is evidgnt that the 
Democracy will have some di finding the 
right man to fill the vacancy. 


‘THE NEW STEEL CRUISERS. 

Naval Constructor 8. H. Pook has received 
directions from Chief Naval Constructor T. D. 
Wilson of the navy to prepare the following 
designs and estimates for two of the new steel 
cruisers which he recommended to be con- 
structed in his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Navy: 


One is to be a 2,000 ton cruiser, 
steel, with bronze stem and stern post, the vessel 
to be designed with an open gun deck, poop, and 
forecastie, the bottom to be sheathed with wood 
and coppered. The main battery is to be equal to 
eight ;six-inch breech-loading rifies, four of which 
will be mounted on sponsons—two to fire direct 
ahead and in broadside and two direct 
astern and in broadside—and four in broad- 
side, with a train of fire of seyenty de- 
grees before and abaft the beam, all to be mounted 
on central pivot carriages supporting segmental 
shields ot bot less than two inches in thickness. 
The secondary battery is to consist of six Hbdtch- 
kiss cannon and the necessary number of boat 
guns. There will be a defiective steel deck 
running the entire length of the boiier, 
gine, and magazine spaces. The 
bottom will extend the length occupied 
by bollers and engines. She is to be bark-rigged., 
with a plain sail area of about 10,000 square feet. 
Her bunker capacity, 300 tons of coal. She is to 
have a projecting main keel, something like a ram, 
and her bilge keels are to extend well fore and 
aft. The ship will have a single screw, with 
boilers and engines of the most modern 
type, capable of developing 2.300 indicated horse 
power. The vessel is expected to have a speed on 
the measured mile, at her normal draught of wa- 
ter, of fourteen knots. She is to be provided with 
the necessary torpedo outfits of the newest pat- 
tern. Her principal dimensions are to be: Length, 
215 feet; breadth, 40 feet; mean draught, 16 feet; 
displacement, about 2,000 tons. 

The second vessel is to be of about 800 tons, 
nearly the same size as the Essex, now repairing 
at the yard, and one of those small, handy, and 
serviceable corvets so useful for cruising on foreign 
stations. The new vessel is one of two of this ciass

Albert Head Blected Speaker of the 
Iowa House of Representa- 
tives—The Race, 


Donald D. Donnan Chosen Secretary of 
the Senate—His Father’s In- 
fluence. 


Sketches of the Lucky Candidates Don- 
nan’s Touth— Bourbon Bluster— 
Other Legislatures. 


Des Morwes, Ia. Jan. 12,—|Special.|—To- 
day's proceedings settled the question of legis- 
lative officers for the present session, There 
has been a very warm contest for the Speaker- 
ship and one or two other offices, and the result 
was in doubt until the bour of balloting. The 
House was the first to elect a presiding officer, 
holding its caucus at 9:30 this forenoon. Dur- 
ing the whole of the preliminary canvass Rep- 
resentative Weaver of Hardin led, having a 
clear plurality over any other, candidate. Capt. 
Head of Greene County was second, with the 
field divided between Butler of Page, Story of 
Adair, and Benson of Franklin. Weaver lost 
ground by not being bere at the opening 
of the canvass, while Head was almost alone 
among the candidates here for several days, 
and gained correspondingly. In the last 
twenty-four hours there was a combination 
effected of the younger and newly-elected 
members of the House in Head's interest. The 
story was circulated that Weaver was a ring 
and railroad candidate, and that anti-monopo- 
lists ought to vote for Head. The monop- 
oly” ory was the bugbear that fright- 
ened away many members, and the re 
suit showed its effectiveness. Storys 
friends, who were chiefly from the 
Seventh Congressional District, went almost 
solidly for Head, and many of Butler's follow- 
ers, when they saw no chance for the Page 
County man, also turned to Head. The result 
was that the informal ballot stood:

[The Hon. Albert Head, chosen Speaker, is a 
native of Ohio and was born in 1838. He went to 
Iowa in 1855 and settled in Poweshiek County, 
where Pe studied law and taught school, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1859. In 1861 he 
raised a company for the War and 
was elected Captain, being assigned to 
the Tenth low Infantry. He was twice 
wounded, but continued in the army till the close 
of the war. He then removed to Jefferson, Greene 
County, and began the practice of law. He was 
Collector of Internal Revenue of the Sixth Dis- 
trict in 1866-67, and was Presidential Elector in 
1880, and elected to the House from Greene County 
in 1882, and re@lected in 1884. He has of late years 
engaged in farming and stock-raising and is quite 
wealthy, He is a widower. | 

THE SENATE, 

The Senate met at 10 o'clock, and after call- 
ing the roll and reading the minutes adjourned. 
The Republican members of the Senate then 
went into caucus for nomination of officers. 
The preliminary canvass for Secretary of the 
Senate bad developed good strength for three 
or four candidates, with Capt. W. T. Wilkinson 
of this city apparently in tne lead. 
But one of the candidates, Don O. 
Donnan, being the son of the Senator 
from Buchanan County, had an advantage 
which was bard to overcome. But 16 votes in 
caucus were needed to sominate, and with a 
father one of the members the rest were not 
hard to obtam. The result showed that Don- 
nan had a clear lead on the first ballot, which 
he maintained to the fifth ballot, when he was 
nominated. He is a young man—but little 
past 20—and for the last year has been pub- 
lishing a paper at Elkador, Ciayton County. 

[Mr. Donald D. Donnan, who was elected Secre- 
tary of the Senate, is a son of Senator W. G. Don- 
nan of Independence, Buchanan County. He is a 
young man who has had a romantic but not yet 
very extended career, barung been out 
of school but two years. About two 
years ago, while attending law school at 
Iowa City. he was married privatly to an estimabie 
young woman of that city, and the marriage was 
kept a secret for some time, creating much sur- 
prise when known. He thereupon left school and 
took charge of a weekly paper at Hikader, Clayton 
County, where he has been living since. 

For First Assistant Secretury there were 
three candidates and a spirited rivairy, but the 
prize went to Ernest Hafer, publisber of the 
MoGregor News. He is a popular young Re- 
publican, and one of the Germans who bave 
stood loyaliy by the party through all the pro- 
hibition agitation. His selection gives very 
general satisfaction. 

The caucus then completed its list of 
nominations, selecting Mr. W. R. Coch- 
ran of Taylor County for Second As- 
sistant Secretary: Miss Nannie Stull of 
Van Buren County, Engrossing Clerk; Miss 
Nellie Mulligan of Polk County, Enrolling 
Clerk; and Mrs. Alice L. Smith of Boone, Post- 
mistress. The caucus also nominated Senator 
Sweeney of Mitchell President pro tem. to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the absence from 
the State of Senator Gillette. The caucus then 
adjourned and the Senate convened in regular 
session with Temporary President Senator 
Whaley in the chair. 

The newly-elected Senators were called for- 
ward and the oath of office was administered 
by Senator Whaley. The newly-elected officers 
of the Senate were then swornin. The first 
tilt of the session occurred over a proposition 
of the Republican caucus to elect eight assist- 
ant doorkeepers for the Senate. When Senator 
Glass, caucus Chairman, introduced the reso- 
lution, Senator Bloom, Democrat, from John- 
son County, quickly asked if the number was 
not an increase’over that heretofore employed, 
and raised an inquiry whether so many were 
needed. 

Senator Johnson (Dem.) of Jackson declared 
himseif in favor of retrenchment, and tried to 
put on the Republican party the responsibility 
for increasing the expenses; so be demanded 
the yeas and nays. 

The Senate was divided by strict party lines. 
The Democrats were outvoted, the resolution 
prevailing as proposed. 

A little later Senator Knight (Dem.) from 
Dubuque introduced a resolution asking the 
Secretary of State to purchase copies of Mo- 
Lain’s or Miller's annotated code for each 
member of the Senate and House at a cost not 
to exceed $8 per copy. 

Senator Johnson, evidently forgetting bis re- 
cent retrenchment spasm, but with true Dem- 
ocratic instinct for spoils, suggested that extra 
copies be put in for every chairman of com- 
mittee, thus adding several dollars more to the 
$1,200 required to carry out the resolution. 
His suggestion, however, was not adopted. 

A sharp debate arose over the proposition of 
Senator Knight of Dubuque to seat members 
on Opposite sides ot the chamber accordmg to 
party lines. He was promptly accused of in- 
troducing partisanship into the Senate, and he 
retorted by saying it was already there, as the 
Republicans had been caucusing half a day 
over their appointments to offices. His motion 
failed; and old Senators will keep their seats 
and new Senators will draw lots for position

[Col. Richardson was in many respects a very 
remarkable man, and was in every sense the archi- 
tect of his own fortune.

was born near Danville, N. C., in 1818, and at an 
early age came to Mississippi. When quite a 
young man he engaged in the mercantile business 
at Brandon and in this city, and was always noted 
for his great industry and force of char- 
acter. He soon outstripped all competitors, and 
succeeded in gaining for himself a competence. 
He then launched out in various business enter- 
prises, great success attending all his efforts. He 
is represented as having been the largest cotton 
planter in the world, controlling in his own name 
in the States of Louisiana, Mississippi, and 
Arkansas twenty-seven large plantations 
and raising . yearly about 18,000 bales of 
cotton. He was also the large stockholder in the 
Mississippi Cotton and Woolen Mills, a partner in 
the largest cotton commission house of New Or- 
leans—Richarason & May—a large stockholder in 
several cotton-seed oil milis, and various 
other enterprises. His wealth is esti- 
mated at from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. He 
never sought or held any public office, but by 
unanimous consent of the directors of the World's 
Exposition, held at New Orleans last year, he was 
chosen its President. He leaves a widow and four 
children to mourn his death.]

COL. DANIEL A. JONES. 

Daniel A. Jones, for many years President of 
the Chamber of Commerce, died at 11 o'clock 
Monday night at his residence, No. 2140 Calu- 
met avenue, at the age of 78 years. His death 
was caused immediately by fatty degeneration 
of the heart, but for a good while past his 
health bus been far from vigorous. He died 
very suddenly. Last Thursday be took a cable 
car to return to his home after business hours, 
and while walking from Twenty-first street he 
was seizea with aspasm of pain, which con- 
tinued so long that relief was at last sought 
from hypodermic injecticns of morphine. He 
walked about the house as late as 4 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, but it was even then evi- 
dent that death was near. He died peacefully, 
sittmg in his easy-chair, being unable to lie 
down. 

Col. Jones was born Jan. 29, 1807, at Hart- 
ford, Conn. His grandfather, Israel Jones, 
was a trustee of Williams College, and died 
very suddenly at the age of 92 years. He was 
asurveyor by profession. His son, Amasa 
Jones, father of Daniel, was a seafaring man, 
who commanded a vessel cruising between 
Hartiord and the West Indies. He died in 
1808, and his widow removed with her infant 
boy to North Adams, Mass. At the age of 17 
he went to Albany to act as clerk in a store, 
and three years later set out for Louisville, 
where he found employment in his brother's 
soap and candle factory. After making 
a succsssful journey to New Orleans in 
the interest of his brother's tirm be 
was promoted to a position of greater trust, 
where he extended his acquaintance among 
the wholesale merchants of the city. Then he 
settled in Newport, Ind. His rapid advance 
upon the road to wealth began, however, in 
1832. when be embarked on a flat-boat upon 
the Wabash River and floated a cargo of pork 
and corn to New Orleans. The profits of this 
enterprise first disclosed to him the secret of 
commerce. For twenty years he continued to 
do a large business with flat-boats. He 
continued his mercantiice venture in 
Newport, where he managed to 
weather the panic of 1837 without disaster. 
From 1841 to 18638 he was associated with C. 
M. Culbertson as a partner. They established 
a store at Danville, III., with James Culbertson 
as manager, and their business grew and 
thrived. In 1852 Mr. Jones located about 8,000 
acres on the newly-opened line of the Illinois 
Central Railroad, which proved very valuable 
in after years. Newport declined in importance 
and the business was closed out in that town. 
After a short sojourn in Granville, 
O., Mr. Jones went into the pack 
ing business at Muscatine; Ia. with bis 
former partner, but soon after came with him 
to Chicago. Large investments in real estate 
were made with profit, and the packing busi- 
ness was continued. In 1864 Col. Jones be- 
came a partner in the firm of Hough Brothers, 
and afterwards in that of Jones & Raymond. 
He did a large commission business on the 
Board of Trade, and wasa heavy stockholder 
in several banks and other corporations. In 
1869 he was elected President of the Chamber 
of Commerce. After the great fire the new 
building was pushed forward rapidiy under his 
personal supervision. 


COL. ANDERSON D. NELSON. 

The death of Col. Anderson D. Nelson, United 
States army, retired, at Thomasville, Ga., Jan. 
1, casts a gloom over the hearts of many out- 
side the army as well as im that body, of which 
he was an honored member, noted for nearly 
a half-century as an accomplished soldier and a 
courteous gentieman. 

[Col. Nelson entered the United States Military 
Academy as acadet from Kentucky in 1837, and 
graduated in July, 1841, in the class with Gens. 
Tower, Wright, Rodman, Nathaniel Lyon, Schuyler 
Hamilton, John F. Reynolds, Buell, and others 
whose lives shed lustre upon our army and whose 
names are interwoven in the history of the coun- 
try. He was promoted tothe Sixth Infantry and 
served as a Brevet Second-Lieutenant in the For- 
ida War and at Fort Towson; as Second- Lieutenant 
at Fort Gibson, Indian Territory; and in the Mexi- 
can War, participating in several engagements, par- 
ticularly in the batties of Churubusco and Molino 
del Rey; after which he was on garrison duty at 
Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, and Fort Snelling, 
Minnesota, taking part in the expedition to the Red 
River of the North in 1849. He was promoted 
First-Lieutenant Sixth Infantry Nov. 18, 1849, 
and assigned as Assistant Instructor of Infantry 
Tactics at the Military Academy May 12, 1853, to 
July 6, 1855. On the organization of the Tenth In- 
fantry Col. Nelson was appointed Captain in that 
regiment March 3, 1855, and served on frontier 
duty—after being relieved from the Military Acad- 
emy—till some time in 1857, when he was injured 
by a lightning stroke and compelled to take a sick 
leave of absence till 1861. On the breaking out of 
the Rebellion he sought duty, but was prevented 
from active participation in field operations. Dur- 
ing the first three years of the War he was em- 
ployed in the recruitment and mustering of volun- 
teers; was promoted Major of the First Infantry

FROM WEST TO EAST 


The Blizzard Has Traversed the 
Length and Breadth of the 
Land. 


All Have Felt Its Severity and 
Many Past Records Knocked 
Out. 


New-Englanders Shocked and Southrons 
Wonder at It—Ohicago Experi- 
ences a Let Up. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 12.—(|Special.]—The 
crest of the cold wave, which since Friday has 


* 


been moving slowly eastward from the ex- 
treme Northwest, reached New England last 
nigbt and caused the temperature in Boston to 
take a drop that has only been experienced 
twice in the Hub in the last twenty-six years. 
At 17:30 o'clock this morning the sheitered 
thermometer of the signal service registered 
10° below zero, while in more exposed locali- 
ties or nearer the frozen ground the tempera- 
ture fell to a considerably lower figure. 
This extreme has been reached 
in Boston, .aceording to the observa- 
tions of the signal oflice, upon 
two oceasions since the starting of the office 
in this city in 1870—viz.: Deo. 23, 1873, when 12° 
below zero was reported, and Dec, 23, 1882, 
when the mercury fell to 13° below. The ther- 
mometrical record in the towns and cities 
within a radius of forty miles of Boston va- 
ried from 4° at Rockfort to 25° below zero at 
Billerica. The record in Vermont was 
from 16° at Brattleboro to 4° below 


below, and Hanover, H., 
35° below. At Provincetown, Cape Cod, the 
weather this morning was reportea to be the 
coldest for fourteen years. The thermometer 
at 7 o'clock was 5° below zero. A strong wind 
is now blowmg from the northeast and it is 
snowing quite briskly, with indications of an 
approaching storm. 


New York, Jan, 12.—Reports from the inte- 


rior of the State show that last night was the 
coldest of the season, the thermometer indi- 
cating from 25° to 30° below zero. 


MUCH SUFFERING IN THE SOUTH. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 12.—This bas been the 
coldest morning known here for years. At 7 
o'clock the thermometer showed only 3° above 
zero. In the interior of the State it is still 
colder. Reports from South Carolina, Florida. 
and Alabama indicate a very cold morning and 
much suffering, the people having been entire- 
ly unprepared for such severe weather, which 
has now continued for four days. The orange 
groves are ruined and vegetation is destroyed. 
The poor colored population are the worst suf- 
ferers, many being without either shelter or 
fuel. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fa., Jan. 12.— Last night was 
the coldest of all. The thermometer at the 
signal office registered 15° above zero. This is 
over 3° lower than ever before recorded here. 
The young Orange trees are probably killed. 
It is not thought that the older trees are much 
hurt. The weather is now cloudy, and the 
thermometer is slowly rising. 


THE WESTERN RAILROAD BLOCKADE EN- 
TIRELY RAISED. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 12.—The blockades on all 
raliroads out of Omaha are now practically 
raised. Union Pacific and Buriingtou & Mis- 
sour! are running regular trains west and 
southwest. The St. Paul Road still experiences 
slight delays, but not sufficient to create diffi- 
culty. The Chicago & Northwestern trains are 
running on time. All Nebraska roads, which 
have been practically at a staandstill for ten 
days, are n getting their rolling-stock in 
motion. yond inconvenience to snow- 
bound travelers no serious results are reported 
from the great storm. It is remarkable that in 
the severest winter siege for years not a single 
death from freezing has been reported in Ne- 
braska so far. Cattle in the State are also in 
good condition notwithstanding the intense 
cold. All around the results of the wide-reach- 
ing and peculiarly bitter spell of cold weather 
are considered wonderfully favorable.

GREAT LOSS OF CATTLE AND SHEEP. 

Houston, Tex., Jan. 12.—Two inches of snow 
fell bere this morning. The present cold snap 
is almost unprecedented, and, as it appears, 
will work great loss to the cattle and sheep in- 
terest of Texas. The prairie adjacent to the 
rallroads between this city and Galveston is 
strewn with cattle that have died from ex- 

ure. 

SALEM, III., Jan. 12.— [Special. — Some injury 
to stock is reported. 

Pirrsnund, Pa, Jan. 12.—/[Special.|—The 
severe cold weather and the heavy snow, to- 
gether with the biockadimg of stock-trains, are 
playing sad havoc at the East Liberty Stock- 
Yards. Sinee yesterday noon 250 hogs have 
died. The majority of them froze to death. 
The others were smothered. A great number 
ot cattie and sbeep have also died in the cars 
and in the yards. The humane agent is doing 
all he can to relieve the sufferings of the ant- 
mais. The situation is a little better today 
than yesterday, but it wili be some time before 
shipments can be made with safety.

THE FLOOD AT MONTREAL. 

MOKTREAL, Que., Jan. 12.—(Speciai. |—There 
is great distress and suffering in the flooded 
districts. Womenand children are having a 
hard time of it, as the weather is intensely 
cold. While the water receded from the bus- 
mess part of St. Paul and McGill streets about 
one foot today. it rose six or seven inohes 
higher in Griffintown Point, St. Cnariles, and 
St. Gabriel, chasing the inmates of houses to 
the top stories of their dwellings. The water 
was backed up by the ice-jam in front of the 
city and found an outlet by the water-works 
tail-race, flooding at once all lands adjacent. 
The streets are perfect skating-rinks, and in 
some houses there is a foot of ice and water 
on the first floor. 80 far no accidents have 
occurred. If the water does not go down a 
foot or so by tonight it is feared a water 
famine may occur, The gas mains have been 
frozen, and several,factories in the district 
which had not been obliged to shut down by 
the water in their premises are compelled to 
close down about (o' lock in the afternoon for 
want of light. Officers of charitable societies 
were relieving distress all day. It is estimated 
that there are 1,000 men and operatives thrown 
out of work by the flooding of mills and fac- 
tories. The loss is estimated at $500,000.

EX-CLER« OLINGEN. 


HE UNDERGORS ANOTHER DAY OF His 
TRIAL AND PROMISES ANEW TO “MAKE 
EVERYTHING SATISFACTORY.” 

The second day's proceedings ia the prelim- 
inary hearing of William J. Citngen, clerk of the 
Armory Police Court, began at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon before Justice Hammer. 
Charies M. Hardy, who had testified the day 
before, was recailea. He testified that in June, 
1884, he had caused the arrest of a man named 
Nelson for making an impropet proposal to a 
woman, and Justice Foote had fined him (Nel- 
son) $100 and costs. At this time Nelson was 
brougbt forward and identified by the witness. 
Officer John A. Toomey identified Nelson as the 
man he had arrested upon Mr. Hardy’s com- 
plaint, ana he was present when the fine of $100 


was imposed. 

John 8. Bdwards, property-man at the Co- 
lumbia Theatre, and who was janitor at the 
same theatre durmg October, 1884, was the 
next witness. At that time he was arrested 
and fided $26 and costs, by Justice Foote, and 
he bad paid the fine; but be didn’t know to 
whom he gave the money, nor would lie be 
abie to identify him. W. J. Davis, theatrical 
manager, testified that he was present when 
Edwards paid his fue. but he could not now 
identify the court official who had received 
the money. 

The next witness was Lottie Smith of No. 
510 State street. She was arrested in April, 
1884, and fined $10 and costs. She had paid 
$11 to Clingen. She had never scrubbed out a 
fine at the armory or any other police station. 

Officer Stark, assistant to Clingen during 
November, 1883, testified that he had collected 
a fine of $25 and costs imposed upon Louis 
Rennenberg, and bad turned the money over 
to Clingen. The marginal accounts of execu- 
tions upon the docket, when stricken off, indi- 
cated that the money upon it had been paid. 
On cross-examination be said the clerk's sheets 
were frequently left exposed upon the clerk's 
desk. He didn't know whether or not the lock 
to the desk was broken. The clerk's sheets 
were left with the stationkeeper over night, 
and he didn’t know whether anybudy had ac- 
cess to these sheets or not. 

The case of William Ives, Jan. 28, 1884, as re- 
ported to the Controller, showing the amount 
of fine imposed to bave been $1, was offered in 
evidence and objected to by the defense. The 
clerk's sheet, showing the amount of fine 
imposed to have been $20, was also offered by 
the prosevution and objected to by the defense. 

Officer A. Backus, desk sergeant at the 
armory during January, 1884, testified that the 
$20 fine in the Ives case had been paid to 
Ulingen. The clerk's sheets were made up by 
the desk sergeant on duty during the night. 
These sheets were given to the clerk. 

At this point Attorney Mitchell said to Mr. 
Washburne: We propose to find out whose 
bands these sheets have passed through, espe- 
cially during the last two months; we'll try to 
show how many saloons they have been in, 
100. 

Mr. Washburne retorted: Well, we'll try to 
show who went down to see Krone before we 
get through. It wasn't you, but it was some- 
body who has been in this court. 

Krone is the man of whom it bad been 
claimed upon the first day of the trial by At- 
toruey Washburne that be had received an 
offer of a large sum of money by Clingen’s 
friends if be would absent himeseif from the 
city during the trial. 

Officer C. O'Brien testified that he knew about 
the case of a man named C. A. Munroe, whom 
be bad arrested and who had been fined §25. 
This was in July, 1884. He had been abusing 
bis wife. The woman said she would pay the 
fine. but she didn't have enough money, and 
Clingen asked the court to reduce the fine, 
The witness didn't know whether the fine had 
been reduced or not. 

Justice Prindiville testified that he didn’t re- 
member much about the case of C. A. Munroe, 
and didn’t know whether be bad reduced the 
fine or not. He had sometimes reduced fines, 
but didn’t make it a custom to do so. He al- 
ways turned over the sheets to Clerk n. 

clerk’s sheet, showing the record of the

A FIRE-BOAT. — 
Ald. Cullertoh had a talk with the Mayor

SMALL- POX. 

Another case of small-pox was es- 
terday.

The victim is Nelson Mitchell, a cooper, who 
bad not been vaccinated since he was an in- 
fant. He was taken to the pest-bouse. Com- 
missioner De Wolf is not at all alarmed over the 
eleven cases which have occurred in three 
weeks.

If no cases are concealed we can soon 
stamp out the disease.” 

GREAT WESTERN IMPROVEMENTS. 

James L. High, the attorney, and Engineer 
Seymour ot the Lake Superior & Great West- 
ern Railway had a talk yosterday with Com- 
missioner Cregier about changes in viaducts, 
bridges, etc., which may be necessary when 
the road is constructed inside the city limits. 
The tracks will run parallel with Sixteenth 
street, between the Burlington Road and the 
alley north, passing under the Blue Island 
avenue viaduct by a slight détour, and going 
back to the north line ef Rebecca street until 
they reach Centre avenue, where another de- 
tour is made; crossing the South Branch 
at an acute angle, also the Empire Slip, 
which is to be filled up; and thence continuing 
to Harrison street, near the river, where the 
depot will be located. About the only change 
of any consequence will have to be made in 
the north approach to the Halsted street via- 
duct. It will be necessary to raise it six feet, 
which involves quite a property damage, as the 
approach wül have to be extended to Wright 
street.

The Board of Education has advertised for 
bids for erecting the new West Division High 
School on the corner of Congress and Latlin 
streets. It will cost furnished about $150,000.

A WAIL OF DISTRESS. 

SOUTH WATER STREET COMMISSION MEN 
GRIEF-STRICKEN OVER THE ENFORCE- 
MENT OF THE GAME LAWS. 

The South Water street game commission 
houses are still hurling invectives at the 
wealthy sportsmen and others, who, they say, 
have instituted the present crusade and are en- 
forcing the law as regards the handling of 
game out of season. A reporter for Tax 
TRIBUNE asked a salesman in one of the houses 
on the street yesterday if he had any quail. 

No, nothing of tae kind,” said he. The 
profits on this class of game are not sufficient 
to invite the risk of a $500 fine for handling 
the stuff. Never before, he continued, ‘* have 
they done such a thing as tackle us with search 
warrants, and then go through the house.” 

Is it not right to enforce the laws?“ 

es, but the law is all wrong, and I think 
the foremost people in this movement are rich 
men who want to shoot when it is warm, and 
then when it gets too cold for them they don't 
want anybody elseto have a chance. Take 
the first part of the season: We've bad barrel 
after barrel of quail, grouse, and woodcock 
spoil during October and part of November. 
Now, I think the laws should be changed to 
begin a month later and continue a month 
longer. Birds have been shipped here really 
before they are full feathered, and I don’t think 
there’s mnch in killing them before they can 
Ay a little.“ 

At another house it was claimed that the re- 
cent action in not allowig any game to be 
sold out of season whether from some other 
State or notis ruining the game market of 
Chicago. St. Louis is now becoming the dis- 
tributing centre to a large degree, although 
more shipments are being made direct to the 
East than ever before. It was the opinion of 
this firm that a great wrong was being done by 
enforcing the law to the letter. As the law 
provides that a fine of $500 shall be imposed 
upon any one who shall sell or serve game out 
of season, it is hard to find quail, prairie 
chickens, or game otfered at any of the restau- 
rants or hotels. Venison will aiso be outiawed 
in two days more. 

Inspector “Billy” Dorman of the South 
Water street district said he had condemned 
lots of game in October. and thought it would 
be far better if the season opened later and 
continued longer. 


DOWN ON ROLLERSKATING. 

THE WOMAN’S HOMEOPATHIC MEDICAL 80- 
CIETY GENERALLY OPPOSED TO THE PAS- 
TIME. 

“ Roller-ekating’’ was discussed by the 
Woman’s Homeopathic Medical Society at the 
Sherman last night, which came to the conclu- 
sion that the dangers to good health more than 
counterbalance the benefits of the exercise in- 
volved in skating. To this opinion all the 
twenty members present agreed, although 
there was much difference of opinion as 
to the degree of injury inflicted. It was 
said by the different speakers that numerous 
cases came under their charge the direct 
causes of which were injuries or colds re- 
ceived at the rinks. One stated that three 
deaths in Beloit immediately traceable to this 
cause came under her notice, and another men- 
tioned a young woman who was crippled for 
life by falis. 

While injuries and colds arising from the 
violence of the exercise seemed to form the 
chief objection of most of the speakers to the 
pastime, it was also urged that the effort re- 
guired to keep their balance and the strain of 
sudden stoppimg were a source of danger to 
young women, which made roller-skating far 
more dangerous to health than dancing, where 
none of these were involved. Instances were 
given, bowever, of great benefit derived from 
the exercise, but in these instances overexer- 
tion had been avoided, proper precautions 
taxen against colds, and rapid skating prohib- 
ited. It was the general idea that the physical 
injuries received by the votaries of the skating 
rinks during the craze last season have had as 
much to do with the decadence of the pastime 
this winter as bas nad the change in fashion. 

Besides discussing roller-skating the society 
listened to a paper on Foundiings and Their 
Peculiarities by Dr. Josephine Eltzholtz, 
resident physician at the Foundlings’ Home. 
She gave statistics of the bome, proving a de- 
crease both in the number received and the 
death rate. In 1880 319 were received; in 1881, 
286; 1882, 184; 1883, 98; 1884, 74; 1885, 84. 
During 1884 45 of the 241 inmates of the home 
died, and in 1885 but 38 in 348.

SPARKS’ RULINGS, 


A DEFENSE OF THEM BY A CLAIMHOLDER 
IN DAKOTA. 

MENOKEW, Burleigh Co., Dak., Jan. 5.— Fa- 
itor of The Tribune. —1 bave been a sub- 
scriber to and constant reader of Tur WreeK.iy 
TRIBUNE for fifteen years, and believe that you 
are disposed to be just to all parties when you 
fairly understand the question in dispute. In 
an editorial of Dec. 31 you do Commissioner 
Sparks a great injustice. His rulings and de- 
cisions are a godsend to the actual, bona-fide 
settlers. In my personal acquaintance in five 
or six townships lying east of Bismarck, in- 
justice has not been done in a single case. All 
this great howl that bas gone up is from the 
towns, headed by schemers that have obtained 
or want to obtain land by fraud. Those that 
have made an honest effort to comply with the 
law, no matter bow poor they are nor how 
much they have been off their claims working 
for their neighbors, have no fear but what 
they will obtain title to their claims when they 
cali for it. 

These bowlers and deadbeats have tried to 
get claims by putting up a cheap board shack 
and hanging up an old pair of pantaloons, and 
ro back to town, and then make two or three 
visits, and at the end of su months swear to 
actual, continuous residence. The little game 
worked here until the inspectors came end 
made a personai visit to every claim. When 
they found a poor man working around the 
neighborhood and doing the best he could 
the y passed him by; and when they found a 
claim beld down by a gambier, or loafer, or 
professional man in town, or found his means 
were invested in some other kind of business, 
they made report in accordance with the facts. 

The reports of the inspectors that were here 

wo years ago have just now commenced to 
bear fruit. of these scoundrels that 
were spotted by the inspectors as having 
proved up and received their final receipt 
from the local land-office, and wortgaged 
their claims to the loan com jes, are now 
called upon to show cause why their claims 
should not be canceled. In one case the claim 
bas been sold twice, and a warranty deed given. 
It is a sure thing that the losers will be the 
loan and trust company and the innocent pur- 
chasers. Now, it is certain that, if the original 
claimant cannot make goud the title, the loan 
and trust company cannot obtain title by fore- 
closure. It is also certain that an actual set- 
tler need have no fear of foreclosure; nor need 
he be afraid of losing interest paid to the loan 
and trust company, unless be himself knows 
that he has not complied with the law. It is 
plainly to be seen from this statement who the 
howlers are, and why they bowl. 

The result will be to make speculators more 
careful of whom they purchase, and loan com- 
panies more wary of the kind of risks they 
take; and it will in most cases work to the good 
of the honest settier,. What we want in Da- 
kota is stringent enforcement of the law, 
that will compel every claimant to put forth 
every effort to improve and cultivate his claim 
for fear of not being able to prove up. I am 
myself a Republican claimholder, and fought 
over three years in the War, ana consequently 
bave no good-will for the Democratic party; 
but want to give them credit for what they do 
that is right and ſust. 

Take a township of thirty-six sections: The 
odd-numbered sections are donated to the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company for forty 
miles on either side of the track—eighteen sec- 
tions in each township; out of the other eight- 
een two are set apart for school purposes, and 
are not subject to sale or entry; and out of 
the remaining sixteen subject to entry one- 
fourth of each is taken as tree-claims, held 
mostly by speculators; leaving only forty-eight 
claims in each townsbip subject to entry as pro- 
emptions and homesteads. One-half of the en- 
tries are speculative and fraudulent, leaving 
only twenty-four ciaims for actual settlers, 
one-balf of whom are too poor to do more than 
hold them down. With the railroad sections 
held by speculators, and after deducting the 
singie men, only eight or ten famihes are left 
to each township—too far apart for schools or 
convenience as neighbors. 

Sparks is just now doing what ought to have 
been commenved long ago— that is, compelling 
an actual residence nut only before but after 
final proof is made. If the claimant does not 
want a home, let him stay out of the way of 
those persons that do. The actual settlers are 
not alarmed. Those that have been kicked 
have howled, and ought to be kicked again.
